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MAJOR GENERAL SILAS CASEY. 

On Sunday last, Jan. 22, at his home, No. 155 South 
Oxford street, Brooklyn, N. Y., Gen. Silas Casey, U. 
S$. A., departed this life at the age 
ginning his career with Indian hostilities on what was 


of 75 years. Be- 


then the Western frontier, he was a gallant company 
commander in the Florida and Mexican wars, and a 
prominent general officer in the War of the Rebellion. 
As the author of the military tactics ‘used throughout 
the war, his name was of national celebrity, indeed, his 
life was one crowded with usefulness, and it has ended 
full of years and of No brighter example 
could well be offered to the youth who aspires to be at 


honors. 


once a brave soldier and a Christian gentleman, than 
the character of Silas Casey. The records of the Mili- 
tary Academy show that his boyhood was not free from 
wild escapades, one of which led to his being seriously 
disciplined by the_authorities. But taking together the 
fire and dash of his early days, when he was a noted 
athlete and an intrepidly adveuturous lieutenant, and 
the closing years of his life, marked by the bent and 
broken form, the whitened locks, the gentle voice, 
manner, and spirit, and the subordination of every 
earthly thought, care andjinterest, to a humble and 
devout piety, we witness a picture of the full round of 
a soldier’s life, passing from vigor to decline. 

He was born at East Greenwich, Rhode Island, July 
12, 1807, of excellent stock, being a lineal descendant 
of Gov. Wanton of that State. His grandfather and 
father dwelt in the old homestead in that town. At the 
age of 15 he entered the Military Academy, graduating 
in the class of 1826. Thus his connection with the 
Army stretched unbroken over a period of,jnearly sixty 
years. 

He received his first commission as brevet 2d Lieu- 
tenant in the 7th Infantry, and a little later was made 
2d Lieutenant in the 2d Infantry. His first engagement 
was a sharp skirmish with Indians near Fort Towson, 
Indian Territory, in the year 1828—more than half a 
century ago. A tour of garrison duty followed this 
frontier service, but lis promotion to be 1st Lieutenant 
did not come until the year 1836. The Florida war 
then made havoc, and he got his Captaincy July 1, 
1839. He exhibited in Florida a good deal of that tac 
tical skill as well as gallantry which afterwards distin- 
guished him in the Mexican war, where he was bre- 
vetted Major for gallant and meritorious conduct at 
Contreras and Churubusco, and Lieutenant-Colonel for 
his gallantry in leading the storming party under his 
command at Chapultepec, where he was severely 
wounded and carried from the field. 
ot Rhode Island also gave him a vote of thanks. 


The Legislature 


After this war he was ordered to do garrison duty ; 
served in several topographical expeditions; was a 
member of the Board of Officers to revise the Light 
Infantry Tactics for the service of the United States 
Army; was one of the board for the examination of 
breech-loading arms; was on frontier in active service 
with the Indians, and, jumping the full grade of Major, 
was selected as Lieutenat-Colonel of the 9th Infantry 
at its organization in 1855, by reason of meritorious 
services, and was made Colonel of the 4th Infantry, 
being also made Volunteers. 
Thus, at the outset of the Rebellion he was one of the 
Union officers, highest in rank and most experienced in 
Hence, he was interested with much uf the 


3rigadier-General of 


service. 
preliminary work of organization. From being engaged 
in organizing and drilling volunteers, he took the field 
with the Army of the Potomac, serving through Mc- 
Clellan’s Peninsula Campaign. He commanded a divi- 
gion at the battle of Fair Oaks, Va., May 31, 180% 
when for gallant and meritorious conduct he was bre- 
vetted a Brigadier-General in the Regular Service, and 
Major-General of Volunteers at the same time. After 
this campaign he was again on duty in organizing and 
drilling volunteers, and president of the board for the 
examination of officers of colored troops till the close of 
the war. Finally, he was brevetted a Major-General, 
U. 8. A., for gallant and meritorious services during 
the war. He also again received the thanks of his 
native State for these services. 

He was a member of various 
during his prolonged career, the most noted being the 
Court-martial that tried Fitz John Porter. He

for the U. S. Army in 1862, a system based upon the 
French ‘‘ Ordonnances” of 1831 and 1845, and the au- 
thor ef Tactics for Colored Troops. He had command 
of the 4th Infantry at Fort Wayne, Mich., 1865-7, and 
was a Commissioner to examine war claims in 1867. 
He was retired in 1868, at his own request. 

Such were the varied and important services of this 
venerable officer. Thorough and exact, conscientious 
and just, in all the duties he was called upon. to per- 
form, he has descended to the tomb, leaving a re- 
cord which his children will cherish as their richest in- 
heritance, and which his surviving brother officers will 
point to with pride and satisfaction. 

Gen. Casey had been living quietly of late years in 
Brooklyn, and as he had been seriously ill for some 
time from fatty degeneration of the heart and a general 
breaking up of the system from old age, his death was 
not unexpected. He had by nature a strong physique, 
and as a young officer he was famous for outrunning 
the Indians in their matches, and he could shoulder a 
barrel of flour and carry it about with ease. But th® 
everglades of Florida undermined his system, and after 
middle life he had no surplus strength to draw on. He 
never shrank from exposure also in his later campaigns, 
while his bravery was of that quiet kind which was as 
sure as it was free from show or even from self-consci- 
ousness, 

Gen. Casey’s is an Army and Navy family. There 
were, till his death, three generations in the services— 
father, sons, and grandson. Present on Tuesday after- 
noon at the funeral exercises in the Lafayette Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, Brooklyn, of which the General 
was a member, were his son, his daughter, Mrs. Gen. L. 
C. Hunt, another daughter, Mrs. Col. R. N. Scott, as 
also a daughter by the General’s second wife, 
Lieutenant Edward W. Casey, 22d Infantry, now on 
duty at West Point, and Second Lieutenant Thomas 
L. Casey, Jr., of the Corps of Engineers. His eldest 
son, Col. Thos. L. Casey, was absent, attending to the 
necessary offices preceding his burial there, which 
followed. His son, Commander Silas Casey, Jr., is on 
his way home from the Mediterranean. The body of 
the venerable soldier was clad in his uniform of Major 
General. On the coffin were a crown and an anchor 
of white flowers, and near it were two pillows of 
flowers, one bearing the word ‘‘ Father” and the other 
” worked in colored immortelles. The church 
was well filled with relatives and friends. A delega- 
tion of the Loyal Legion, wearing their society in- 
signia, and the following Army officers in uniform were 
present : General Whipple and Colonel Curry, Captains 
Weir and Brewerton, and Lieut. Coffin, of the 5th Ar- 
tillery, stationed at Fort Hamilton, and Major Gard 
ner, stationed at Governor’s Island. Also several mem 
bers of his staff during the war, Colonels H. C. King,

Lieut. Wm, Allen.—Last week we briefly referred to the 
death of Ist Lieut. William Allen, 12th U. 8. Inf., which 
took place at Fort Mojave, A. T., Jan. 8, of inflammation of 
the bowels. Lieut. Allen was a soldier of seventee. years’ 
service, entering as private of Company F, 29th Pennsyl- 
vania Vols., August 5, 1864; discharged June 7, 1865; en- 
listed in the Regular Army August 3, 1865, in Co. G, 2d Bat- 
talion, 14th Infantry; transferred to the 23d Infantry Sept. 
21, 1866; served through the grades of corporal, sergeant, 
lst sergeant, and company sergeant, aud was appointed 2d 
Lieutenant 12th U. 8. Infantry, Oct. 1, 1873, and promoted 
lst Lieutenant Dec. 15, 1880, His brother officers speak of 
him in terms of esteem as a capable and painstaking officer. 

Of this officer a fellow officer writes us as follows: Ist 
Lieuténant William Allen, of the 12th United States Infan- 
try, died at Fort Mojave, Arizona Territory, January 9, 1882. 
His death was cansed by inflammation of the bowels. Lieu- 
tenant Allen entered the Army as a private of Company F, 
29th Pennsylvania Volunteers, in 1864. Discharged at the 
cnd of the war, he became a private of Company G, 2d Bat- 
talion, 14th Infantry. At the reorganization of the Army in 
1866 he was transferred to the 23d Infantry, Colonel Jeffer- 
son ©. Davis, and solely through his own personal merit and 
ability, be steadily rose through the grades of corporal, ser- 
reant, Ist sergeant, commissary sergeaut, 2d Lieutenant 12th 
Tofan'ry ia 1873, and promoted Ist Lieutenant in 1880. He 
held the latter rank at the time of his death. 

The greater portion of Lieutenaut Allen’s service siuce the 
late war of the Rebellion has been in Oregon, Nevada, and 
Arizona. He received bis promotion for distinguished ser- 
vices in the combat at Turret Mountain, Arizona, where a 
band of hostile Apaches were destroyed. Major Randall, his 
immediate commander, and General Crook, who was then 
commanding the Department of Arizona, both held in high 
estimation bis soldierly qualities, and it was through their 
recommendations that his merits received recoguition. He 
always wore upon his breast on occasions of ceremony and 
full dress the medal of honor, bestowed by the Secretary of 
War, for the Turret Mouptain tight. Allen was every inch a 
soldier; brave as a lion, imperturbably c.0l in moments of 
danger, and very energetic in the discharge of all his duties. 
He was also exceedingly genial and amiable in disposition, 
qualities which endeared him to those who knew him best. 

Taking into consideration the active life he had led as a 
soldier, and his few opportunities for personal improvement, 
the extent and variety of the information he had acquired 
was quite remarkable. The following incident in his career 
will serve to illustrate his promptvess in an emergency: 





During the time he held the rank of sergeant in the 23d In- 
fantry he was sent from Fort Apache to Fort Verde in com- 
mand of a small party escorting a Government team. One 
day, after along march through the snow, the party camped, 
turning the team out for a while previous to tymmg up for the 


night. The men were busily employed about camp, some 
bringing wood, others preparing the evening repast, when 
suddenly the ery of ‘Indians ” was raised. Allen looked up 
and saw an Indian, who he naively said, in relating the story 
afterwards, appeared to be about ten feet high, bestriding 
one of the team mules, and driving the rest off before him, 
Hastily seizing his piece, and dropping on one knee, he 
quickly tumbled Mr. Indian off that mule by a well directed 
shot, and then running ahead of the animals, he turned 
them back into camp, where they were secured by the other 
men and hastily harnessed. In the meantime the balance of 
the Indians, some twelve or fifteen in number, were driven 
off, and tho party pulled out of that unhealthy locality to 
find a more secure camping ground further on. It was 
afterwards ascertained that this band of Indians had fol- 
lowed Allen’s party all day for the purpose of jumping them 
when they camped for the night, and it is highly probable 
the Indians would have gotten away with the mules but for 
the well-aimed shot of Sergeant Allen. 

At the time of his death Lieutenant Allen was serving at 
Camp Mojave, Arizona, as post quartermaster and commis- 
sary. He was selected, on account of his especial qualifica- 
tions, by the Department Commander, Major-General O. B. 
Willcox, to fill the position made vacant by the illness and 
departure of Colonel A. G. Tassin, 12th Infantry, now in 
Europe for the benetit of his health. 

In Lieutenant Allen's death the Service has lost a useful 
and efficient officer, and his friends and comrades, in and 
out of the Army, an estimable companion. None knew him 
but to honor bis modesty, his honesty, and his courage. He 
was only about thirty-seven or eight at the time of his death. 
* Whom the gods love die young.” When his name shall be

Fort Wayne, Micu., Jan. 25, 1882. 


I Notice you receive and publish letters from many posts 
all over the country, so I will follow suit with news from this 
northern post, headquarters of the 10th [uf., which you can 
do with as you will.

Tue House has this week acted upon the first of the 
Appropriation Bills—the Fortification Bill, which was 
passed on Tuesday in the following shape, by unani- 
mous vote, #.e.—274 yeas, no nays, 58 not voting: 

That the sum of $175,000 be, and the same is hereby, ap- 
propriated, out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, for the protection, preservation, and repair of 
fortifications and other works of defence for the fiscal year 
nded under the di- 


ending June 30, 1883, the same to be ex 
e following for the 


rection of the Secretary of War; also 
armament of fortifications, namely : 

For the armament of sea-coast fortifications, including 
heavy guns and howitzers for flank defence, carriages, pro- 
jectiles, fuses, powder, and implements, their trial and proof, 
and all necessary expenses incident thereto, including com- 
pensation of draughtsmen on gun construction while employ- 
ed in Ordnance Bureau, and for machine guns, including 
the conversion of smooth-bore cannen into rifles, $100,000. 

For torpedoes for harbor defences, and the preservation 
of the same, and for torpedo experiments in their application 
to harbor and Jand defence, and for instruction of Engineer 
Battalion in their preparation and application, $100,000 ; 
Provided, That the money herein appropriated for torpedoes 
shall only be used in the establishment and maintenance of 
torpedoes to be o ed from shore stations for the destruc- 
tion of an enemy's vessel approaching the shore or entering 
the channels and fairways of harbors, 

Mr. McCook tried to increase the appropriation for 
fortifications from $175,000 to $500,000, and Mr. Re- 
gan wished to secure an appropriation of $50,000 to 
commence the construction of batteries for the defence of 
the harbor of Galveston, Tex. Both their propositious 
were voted down. Debate upon the Bill, which was 
brief, we refer to elsewhere. The Bill now goes to the 
Senate, which will, it is to be hoped, take a more liberal 
view of our necessities in the matter of coast defences. 

The House also passed, without debate, H. R. 2810, 
authorizing the mother of Passed Assistant Paymaster 
Curtis H. Thompson (deceased) to accept presents 
given him by H. R. H. the Princess of Siam. 

The House on Friday passed H. R. 697, for the relief 
of Capt. Wm. D. Whiting, U. 8. N.; H. R. 1776, for 
the relief of Medical Director Thornley, U. 8. N,; H.R. 
1712, to compensate Chaplain Kelly and others, of the 
20th Infantry, for losses by fire, and H. R. 3197, to 
change the name of Alton 4 | Budlong. The bills 
for the relief of D. T. Kirby, H. R. 909, and for the 
relief of Thos. Little, H. R. 1691, were laid aside with- 
out action. 

The resolutions which follow were adopted by the 
House cn Tuesday: 

** Resolved, That the President be, and he hereby is, 
requested, if in his opinion it be not incompatible with 
the public interest, to communicate to the House all 
correspondence between the Government of the United 
States and its diplomatic and other agents, or between 
the Government and European governments, occurring 
since the 1st day of April, 1879, except such as has been 
already communicated to Congress, relating to the 
efforts of the Government to bring about peace between 
Chili and Peru and Bolivia, and all communications of 
any nature made by our Government to either of those 
countries in relation to the war. And also copies of all 
communications and documents from diplomatic agents, 
or from any private individuals, companies, or corpora- 
tions, concerning any claims against or contracts re- 
specting either of the belligerent governments. 

‘* Whereas, in pursuance of the recommendation of 
Hon. N. Goff, Jr., Secretary of the Navy, in a report 
made by him to the President, under date of Jan. 19, 
1881, and transmitted by the President in a special mes- 
sage to the House of Representatives dated Feb. 2, 
1881, and after due investigation, Congress, by act of 
March 3, 1881, appropriated the sum of $200,000 ‘to 
enable the Secretary of the Navy to establish at the 
Isthmus of Panama navul stations and depots of coal 
for the supply of steamships of war, to be available for 
expenditure as soon as suitable arrangements can be 
made to the proposed end ;” and 

‘* Whereas the Secretary of the Navy has failed to 
carry out the intention of Congress as expressed in the 
act aforesaid, and in his annual report to the President 
states that ‘from reports made to the Department from 
reliable sources, since the passage of the appropriation 
and before, I am not satisfied that the lands and harbors 
known as the Chiriqui grant are the best adapted for 
coal stations :’ Therefore, 

‘* Be it resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy be, 
and he is hereby, directed to furnish this House with 
all reports, communications, maps, and other informa- 
tion in the Navy Department relating to this subjec:; 
and that he be further directed to communicate to this 
House ‘the other reasons’ which, according to the lan- 
guage of his report, he states induced him to decline to 
treat for lands offered by Mr. Ambrose W. Thompson 
and the corporation in whose name he acts, who claims 
to be the owner of the grants upon which said harbors 
are located.”

ACTION OF THE MILITARY COMMITTEES. 


Adjt-Ger. Drum and Commissary-General MacFeely 
appeared before the sub-committee of the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee on the investigation of the Soldiers’ 
Home at its meeting on Wednesday last, and testified 
in substance about the same as Surg.-Gen. Barnes did 
at the last meeting. They are all of the opinion that 
the present method of discipline is defective and that 
legislation is needed to remedy this. At present the 
labor performed at the institution and about the grounds 
is principally done by hired labor. As the regulations 
now stand the soldiers ar2 not required to do any work. 
This the generals think should be rectified; that the 
inmates should not be allowed to pass their time in 
idleness altogether. The governor of the institution and 
other officers will appear before the committee at its 
next meeting. 

The S. bill 845 concerning details from the Army, 
which was recommitted to the Senate Military Commit- 
tee on motion of Mr. Sewell will perhaps be amended 
or modified so that several officers who have charge of 
special work may be excepted, and the bill will then be 
favorably reported back to the House. 

The House Military Committee, at its meeting on 
Tuesday, considered and agreed to report favorably, 
with recommerdations for their passage, the following 
bills : 

H. R. 713, granting to the Springfield R. R. Co. the right 
to lay tracks in Miil street, Springfield, Mass. 

H. R. 721, authorizing the appointment of V. McNally, the 
present chief clerk of the Ordnance Department and Ord- 
nance store keeper. 

H. R. 1047, to appoint W. H. Gill a military store keeper 
in the Quartersmaster’s Department. 

Hi. Rt. 1400, to reinstate Captain and Brevet Lieutenant 
Colonel Carlile Boyd, late of the U. 8.

H. R. 1612, to reinstate W. P. Chambliss, late a major of 
the 4th regiment of U. 8. Cavalry, and place his name on 
the retired list of the Army.

Representative Rosecrans, who introduced the 
bill appeared in behalf of Capt. Byrne. No definite 
conclusicns were arrived at, but it is more than prob- 
able that they will make a favorable report. 

ACTION OF THE NAVAL COMMITTEES. 

The Senate Naval Cemmittee did not accomplish 
much this week, owing to the absence of several of the 
members and the failure to receive from the Navy De- 
partment information asked for in relation to bills pend- 
ing. 

The Chairman of the Sub-Committee on the Wat- 
mough nomination has been absent during the week, 
and as a result the case stands as it did last week. 

There has been considerable discussion on the 8. Bill 
414, in relation to passed Assistant-Surgeons in the 
Navy. At one time the Committee was disposed to re- 
port upon it favorably, but a number of the surgeons 
who it would affect have made a little fight against the 
bill and it is now probable that the bill will die in the 
Committee room. A statement of eight reasons why 
the bill should not pass has been printed for distribu- 
tion. They are in substance that the bill is an attempt 
to secure tu those who have profited by a violation of 


. the law what they bave gained by the irregular practice, 


and that if the principle of competative examinations is 
to be recognized by a new law, it should not be con- 
fined to assistant surgeons, but extended throughout the 
Navy and the Army as well. 

The House Committee on Naval affairs had before 
them, on Tuesday, the bill H. R. 677, to provide a 
permanent construction fund for the Navy and for 
other purposes. After some little discussion, and the 
bill amended in the form given below, the committee 
decided to submit a favorable report to the House, 
with a demand for immediate consideration. Mr. Harris, 
the chairman of the committee, will endeavor to have 
the bill in its present amended shape introduced in 
the Senate, so that the bill may receive action of both 
Houses at the sametime. There appears to be little 
doubt about the bill passing. Section 2 provides that 
where a vessel is reported unfit for service the Secretary 
shall ‘‘ strike the name of such vessel or vessels from 
the Navy Register, and withdraw them from the Navy.” 
The words in italics are striken out. Other changes 
make the section more exact without altering its pur- 
pose. The following words are stricken from Sec. 3: 
‘*The Secretary of the Navy shall not contract to 
expend for the purposes provided for in this act, during 
any one fiscal year, a greater sum than the amount 
standing to the credit of said fund during said year, 
including additions from the sale of vessels, materials, 
stores, and supplies, and the balance of the previous 
year, if any.” Sec. 4 is amended to provide: ‘That 
no vessel now belonging to the Navy shall be finished 
or repaired out of said construction fund where the 
estimat« | cost of its completion or repair shall exceed 
forty pei centum of the estimated cost of a new veasel of 
the same sizeand model,” the words in italics being added. 
‘fhe amount provided in Sec. 6 to be expended in a 
year is fixed at two milllons of dollars. Sec. 7 is al- 
tered so as to include all competitors, insteadjof only 
the successful, among those whose models may be paid 
for at the discretion of the Secrctary. The following 
section is added to the bill : 

Sec. 8. In case any vessel now in process of construc- 


tion in-any Navy Yard is found to be unworthy of 
being completed and shall be condemned under the 
provisions of this act, which cannot properly be sold, 
and it becomes necessary to remove the same, the cost 
of such removal shall be paid out of said construction 
fund under the direction of the Secretary of the Navy. 

Dr. Jeffries, of Boston, was before the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs on Monday last, by invitation 
of the chairman, and explained his views of a plan for 
an international commission, which shall be authorized 
to adopt certain rules for tests of color observation in 
the Navy and Merchant Marine service of the various 
maritime countries.

Tue fleet staff officers, U. S. N., who were such during the 
late war, have prepared a memorial to Congress asking for 
the same share of prize money as that granted to fleet cap- 
tains. They urge that they were of the same rank (captains) 
as the fleet captains, but discharged duties of far greater im- 
portance, being the heads of the admirals’ administrative 
departments, remaining permanently at headquarters, while 
the fleet captain was simply bis A. D. C.; “by no means a 
necessity, and in many cases may have been a superfiuity,” 
while they were necessities, as masters of difficult professions 
of which the admiral was naturally entirely ignorant. They 
dwell upon the importance of their several departments, 
especially the far-reaching extent of the services of fleet 
engineers, ‘‘ upou whose energy, skill, and moral character” 
the success of a squadron was largely contingent. Next to 
good commanding officers, they urge, good fleet engineers 
were the first requisite for the success of our blockading 
fleets, and that their duties, like those of the commanding 
officer, were not limited to the flagship, but extended to all 
the vessels of the fleet ; and they, like him, should in equity, ° 
and for the same reasons, receive a share of the prize money 
for vessels captured by the whole fleet. In proof of the kind 
and importance of the service rendered by the fleet engineers 
during the war, testimonials are added from Secretary 
Gideon Welles, Admira's Porter and Bai'ey, and Chief En 
gineer Isherwood. 

Mr. A. J. Tilley, who is described as “for twelve yeare, 
connected with the Signal Service, but recently retired,” sas 
been freeing his mind to a reporter of the St. Lonis Globe- 
Democrat, who was informed that the service “has taken a 
retrograde movement since the day Gen. Hazen assumed au- 
thority. There is no department under control of the Gov- 
ernment that t » day harbors so much prostitution of purpose- 
and general || «-atisfaction among its forces as this same 
Signal Servic-.' He never knew Gen. Hazen to take but one 
book from the library, and that a work of fiction, which 
may refer to one of Howgate’s reports. Gen. Hazen is ac- 
cused of nepotism in making a place for “‘a cousin of his, 
named Babcock, an old man in his dotage,” another for a 
brother from Nebraska; with making his friend, 
Captain Powell, auditor, and another friend, Cap- 
tain Clapp, Superintendent of Printing; still an- 
other, Captain Bebee, private secretary. In spite 
of the evidence of these military titles, he gives, it appears, 
according to Mr. Tilley, ‘every preference to civilians.’ 
Gen. Sherman is reported as saying that the Signal Service 
is a “wart upon the Army,” and Mr, Tilley wishes it made a 
part of the Department of Agriculture—doubtless to correct 
the tendency of which he complains to favor civilians. In 
that event we should take leave to recommend as the head of 
the service Admiral Danl. Ammen, U. 8. N., who was re- 
cently sent as a representative of the ‘‘hay seed” fraternity 
to wait upon the President. Meanwhile we recommend Gen. 
Hazen to add works of agriculture to his lighter reading. 
Cuapiat Geo. G. Mullins, U. 8. A., is nowin Washington, 
not on leave as was erroneously reported, but on temporary 
duty by order of the Sec. of War. His{reports of the success 
of his efforts looking towards the education of the enlisted 
men of the Army are very encouraging, He is endeavoring 
to have an increased allowance for books, lights, and other 
facilities for night instruction, which at many poste are 
much needed for the proper carrying out of the plans already 
proposed. Also a bill providing for the enlisting of 150 
schoolmasters, with the rank and pay of commissary-ser- 
geants. These to be exclusive of the numerical force now 
authorized by law.

The errand 
of the strangers wus almost iustantly known from cabin to 
forecastle. In «rder to make the race interesting the Chilians 
desired that a purse of #800 should be covered. In this they 
were accommodated, and could have found ready takers for 
as much more. It was mutually agreed to accept the ser- 
vices of an officer of the English iron-clad Triumph as judge 
and stakeholder. The Chilians were allowed to name time 
ot starting and distance, which was decided should be at 7 
A. M. over a course of five miles, starting from the English 
flagship out to sea and return, The boats were towed to the 
sterting place by the steam launch of the Pensacola, while 
the steam lauvch of the Chilian iron-clad ran over the course 
with a log line to measure the distance and place the turning 
buoy. When the signal gun was fired the rival bosts dashed 
off in fine style and the bay resounded with the cheers from 
the fleet of steamers and email craft of al! kinds crowded 
with passengers. The J’ensacola’s cutter was firet round 
the buoy, followed closely by the Chilians, and as they came 
down the homestretch the Yankee boat made the gap wider 
nntil, amid a perfect furore of cheers avd shrill whistles 
from the steamers, they rounded the starting point 500 yards 
ahead of the Chilians. Time, 47m. 6s. The purse was 
given to the winners, and when they came over the gangway 
of their own vessel they received a perfect ovation from 
tbeir shipmates as well as a substantial present of #200. In 
order to give the victors a chance to enjoy their spoils 
Admiral Balch allowed them forty-eight hours’ liberty on 
shore. The Chilians gracefully acknowledged their defeat 
and the previous good feeling remains unbroken, It is said 
large sums were bet on the race by American and Peruvian 
residents on shore with their Chilian boarders,”

THE FORTIFICATION BILL. 

In moving the consideration of the Fortification 
Appropriation Bill in the House of Representatives, on 
Tuesday, Mr. Forney of Alabama, explaining the re- 
commendation of the Committee for an appropriation 
of $175,000 ‘‘ for the protection, preservation and re- 
pair of fortifications and other works of defence,” made 
the ratber superfluous statement, considering the size of 
the appropriation asked for, that ‘it 1s not proposed to 
enter upon the work of commencing new fortifications 
or finishing those heretofore begun.” In explanation 
of the request for $100,000 for armament, etc., he ex- 
plained that the Ordnance Bureau has an unexpended 
balance of $275,000 from the approprigtion of $375,000 
for last year, not being “advised what kind of guns 
should be purchased,” this question being committed to 
to the Board now in session. The $50,000 appropriated 
last year for torpedoes and torpedo experiments, has all 
been expended, and $100,000 is asked for this year. 
Mr. McCook urged that this appropriaton should not 
be controlled by narrow or selfish views, or by sectional 
interests. Congress has too long, with the mistaken 
idea of economy, turned a deaf ear to the reports of our 
defenceless condition. Of $4,186,000 asked for by the 
engineers, but $175,000 is granted, while ‘‘ we expend 
annually #5,000,000 for the improvement of our rivers 
and harbors.” 

With the commendable determinatiou to do his own 
duty, as least, Mr. McCook engaged in the hopeless at- 
tempt to make his colleagues realize the importance of 
the subject. 

The condition of the defences of New York Harbor 
was referred to by way of illustration, and Gen. Wright 
was quoted to show that $840,000 is required for this 
harbur alone, or five times as much as the committee 
reports for the whole of the United States. With the 
mistaken idea that the lessons of history might have 
some effect, even upon an American Congress, Mr. 
McCook urged the experience of a career which shows 
us to have been at war sixteen years out of the first 
hundred of our national existence, Indian wars not 
included. He moved to increase the appropriation to 
$500,000, but it was voted down. 

Mr. Hiscox, in reply, urged the optimistic belief that 
‘an expensive system of fortifications has no place in 
the necessities of our Government, and is only necessary 
for the purpose of maintaining the balance of political 
power among foreign nations ; that there is no necessity 
for iton the part of the American people.” A fair 
argument is, of course, to be made on the question as 
to the best method of securing our sea coast against as- 
sault, whether by permanent works or otherwise, but

Tue present system by which ‘the younger seamen of 


the Navy are beirg trained has sufficiently estab 


lished

systematic superintendence by which uniformity could 
be secured, and the assigainent of a senior officer to 
command the whole training squadron was decidedly a 
step in the right direction. In this way only can the 
instruction be of a like character on board all the 
cruising training ships. The selection of the New 
Hampshire, as the mother ship, was a great improve- 
ment upon the old plan, but it should not be considered 
as a finality. The universal testimony of oflicers who 
have been engaged in the training systems foreign 
services is that barracks on shore are need 
proper supervision of a large number of boys. Gene- 
rally speaking, however, the prejudices of naval officers 
are in favor of ships for this purpose ; but a little re- 
flection will undoubtedly convince any one that there 
must be something more than the ship herself can afford 
in the way of proper room for the various branches of 
instruction necessary to be carried on. If 


used as barracks, she should be used for that purpose 


chiefly, together with that of instruction from books 
and in elementary seamanship. She should be in easy 
communication with the shore, preferably at a wharf. 
The mess room and kitchen should be on shore, with 
the various buildings necessary for the carrying on of 
the different trades in which instruction ji 
There should be a sail loft, arigging loft, a blac 
shop, a carpenter, caulker, and cooper’s shop, and a 
tailor’s shop, with a goodly sized drill shed and gym- 
nasium, as also a hospital and alavatory. The ad- 
vantages of having all work done outside the ship are 
obvious; the work when uncompleted can be left at a 
moment’s notice, and allowed to remain until time to

OUR CITIZEN SOLDIERY. 

Ir seems evident that a critical stage has been reached 
in the history of *militia“systems in this country, and 
that hereafter it will be kaowa more definitely whether 
or not it is practicable to assimilate in avy greater degree 
the present volunteer “organizations to the regular or 
professional ‘service. 

The annual report{of Adjutant-General Townsend of 
the State of, New York strikes the key note to this 
attempted change. It explains movements directed to 
this end which have been going on for the past two or 
three years in that great State, which by virtue not only 
of its large population but of the large attention paid to 


militia matters in it, maybe ‘considered at the head of 


militia affairs 
sound theory no one can question. Bat are they prac- 
ticable without a total change of .the conditions under 
wiuch our State) “muitia grow up, and which are now 
tenaciously insisted upon by some of the best and most 
experienced officers and men in the National Guard ? 
We have all heard‘of the doctor who professed to be 
able to cure the worst possible case of skin disease. <A 
particularly hard case was brought him, and when the 
patient’s friends.called around, a few days afterwards, 
and found him dead, they pointed out the fact to the 
too confident physician. His serenity, however, was 
not disturbed. ‘* Yes,” he unswered triumphantly, 
‘* your man may be dead, but he died cured/” Now, 
the militia malady which Gen. Townsend is doctering, 
is more than skin deep, and yet we would not like to 
have him cure it at any such expense as in the case of 
the man of the story. 

But without going into that part of the matter, we 
desire to point out the sound sense of Gen. Townsend 
as shown in his report. First, he speaks of the ser- 
vice uaiform, which a board is still engaged in prepar- 
ing. He says: ‘It is somewhat gratifying to discover 
from the new Army regulations, just issued, that the 
coat and pantaloons of the infantry and artillery uni- 
forms, therein described and prescribed as the uniform 
of the United States Army, must bear a rather close 


resemblance to the models already placed before the 


board, though, when these models were being prepared, 
the intention of the military authorities of the United 
States was wholly unknown at the General Headquar- 
ters.” He points out the preposterous vanity ‘“‘of uni- 
forms worn by the organizations of the guard as a whole, 
comprising swallow-tail coats, frock coats, coatees, 
tunics, sacks, etc., of various shades of color, stuffed to 
repletion with padding material and senselessly orna- 
mented.” He adds: ‘‘The National Guardsman cer- 
tainly needs, quite as much as the soldier, in cam. 
and serviceable uniform and 
equipments—one which ,has been found under 
all circumstances of stress and weather to be 
best adapted to the preservation of the health 
and efficiency of the man. But as at present uni-

Afier mentioning the difficulties arising from the 
question of the ownership of uniforms, he adds: 
‘* The plan therefore I would respecifally suggest is as 
follows: The Governor to request of the War Depart- 
ment the detail of an expert officer of the Quarter- 
master’s Department of the Army to inspect and accepi 
the Saxony or other equally good wool purchased in 
open market of the lowest responsible bidder. This

Gen. Townsend does not like the establishment of 
rifle ranges by the State and by private associations 
jointly, but as this is the only way that rifle practice 
was introduced at all, we think his views erroneous as a 
question of practice. He also does not like independent 
encampments by organizations, and thinks the State 
should appoint them. He praises the good appearance 
made by the troops that went to Yorktown. He thinks 
the Remington rifle a sufficiently good arm, but a re- 
serve of 650,000 cartridges should be on hand. 

Finally, Gen. Townsend elaborately defends the sys- 
tem of reduction by disbandment now progressing, 
arguing that when the force is concentrated to 12,495 
officers and men, it will be more efficient than before. 
He says he is tired of organizations that ‘‘ are more 
properly military associations than troops; they are 
composite in character, with a cévi/ constitution and by- 
laws on which to rely in carrying out a military pur. 
pose. They fritter away in street parades or excursions all 
their soldierly proclivities, their time and money, includ- 
| ing that of the State, are often reckless of authority and 
| discipline, and if continued to be fustered by the State, 
|may prove at some future period uncomfortably dan- 
gerous associations. Indeed, judging from the under- 
| tone of sentiment among the citizens of our State, and 
| from the already admirable management of the National 
‘Guard of the States of Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
| Rhode Island, New Jersey, and now Pernsylvania, I 
| am persuaded that the time has come for the State of 
| New York to arouse herself to the proper discharge of 
‘her duties in the direction of a practical Guard, aud in 
| this, as in other matters, vindicate her title to the cog- 





| nomen of Empire State.” With some earnest words 





regarding the purposes and functions of a citizen sol- 
diery, Gen. Townsend closes his report : 

Happily, however, the Constitution of the United States 
forbids the States keeping any other kind of troops than the 
militia, and we are, therefore, safe from such dangers. Our 
citizen soldiery then mast be our only reliance, and the Na- 
tional Guard should be immediately raised to the plane of an 
institution as it really is, and there maiatained. It may be 
insisted, however, that should the Legislature enact a law 
whereby at the expense of the State the National Guard 
would be furpished with a suitable uniform common to the 
vhole force; be housed in comfortable armories; sent to 
cunps of instruction; transported ; rationed ; properly paid, 
instructed and drilled ; whether after all these advantages 
would they in the end secure a citizen soldiery capable of 
subduing an organized mob, which fires back more persis- 
tently and deverminedly than fortunately hitherto experienced 
wr recorded in the annals of the State? Does not such a 
condition of things require rather a soldiery of the deseri 
tion called regulars? Yes, it does; for certainly we would 
feel more sure of success with regulars, but regulars we can- 
not have, while we can have a citizen soldiery. It must be re- 
membered that the advantages above referred to are the 
very means by which discipline and bravery are hammered 
into a regular force. Now the Guardsmen, in citizen attri- 
butes so far superior as a general thing to the regular recruit, 
being in the Guard because of the soldier that lies under hia 
jacket, and froma loyal and intelligent understanding of 
the necessity of the Guard, profits much more rapidly and 
surely than the other by the instruction imparted and disci- 
pline enforced at camp and elsewhere. These are the very 
means which tend to cultivate the tone of the bravery of the 
individual and soon make him more fearful of disgracing 
himself, family and comrades, than heis fearfvlof the shots 
cfarabble. No, a citizen soldiery so handled will, I have 
uo doubt, always be suflicient for any emergency Jikely to 
arise in our future. 


THE ADVISORY BOARD. 

A COMMUNICATION was addressed this week to all the 
members of the Advisory Board and to the Chiefs of 
Bureaus of the Navy Department, and ail the promi- 
nent manufacturers of steel aadjiron and ship builders 
of the country by the House Naval Committee, inviting 
them to meet the Committee on any day between Tues- 
day, the 24th, and Tuesday, the 31st inst., in the 
House Naval Affairs Committee Room, at 10 o’clock 
A. M., ‘‘to give their views as;to the best models for 
new ships for the Navy, their engines and armament, 
and upon the present state of the manufacture of steel 
aud iron adapted to ship building in this country.” 

Commodore Sicard was the first to respond to the 
communication. He addressed,the Committee on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday. He favored the 6, 8, and 10- 
inch guns as the] proper guns for service. The con- 
struction of full power guas bas ‘been heretofore to a 
great extent experimental; he didn’t think that the 
Government could get these guns by inviting bids. In 
illustration of this difficulty he stated that he requested 
bids from sixteen iron manufacturers last summer for 
the material for a 6-inch gun, and only received favor- 
able replies from two of them, the Medville Iron Works 
near Philadelphia, and the Park Bros. of Pittsburg. In 
view of these difficulties he thought that the best plan 
would be to make a sufficient *appropriation to enable 
the Ordnance Department to make a few guns, experi- 
mental, so as to fiud out exactly what 
was wanted for the ships, but if the 
experiments were satisfactorily made he thought it 
would be unwise for the Government to undertake to 
build all the guns in its own establishments, and he 
favored having the bulk of them built by contract under 
Government supervision, so that in case of an emer 
geacy we should not be dependent upon a single estab 
lishment. In order to get ready to make the proposed 
experiments it would first be necessary, he said, to 
amend the law governing purchases by the Ordnance 
Department. Although the law as it stands excepts 
‘‘Ordnance” from the general rule requiring that all 
materials shall be purchased from the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder, the Treasury Department construes this ex. 
ception so narrowly that{no material necessary in the 
construction of cannon can be purchased, but only fin- 
ished guns. 

Commodore Sicard warned the committee that 
whether the preliminary experiments were conducted 
by the Government or by private parties a certaiv num- 
ber of failures might be reasonably expected, because 
the construction of the modern full-power gun is a 
difficulty not to be successfully accomplished without 
a good deal of practical experiment. 

Lieut. Very, of the Ordnance Bureau, will address 
the committee on Friday and perhaps Saturday. Next 
week the other members of the Advisory Board will be 
heard.

LONGEVITY FOR RETIRED OFFICERS. 

WE have before us a copy of the strong argument made 
by Capt. Richard W. Tyler,of the retired list, on Friday, 
January 20th, in the Supreme Court of the United 
States, on the appeal by the Government of the case of 
fyler vs. The United States, decided in his favor by 
the Court of Claims. 

The case in question is already well known to our 
readers, the opinion of Judge Richardson, jn the 
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original case of Tyler vs. The United States, favorable | our opinion the President’sforder cannot be collaterally 


to Capt. Tyler, being reported in full in the Jourwat of 
March 12, 1881. As we showed at that time, the de- 
cision overthrew the previous practice in computing 
longevity pay, and established a claim upon the part of 
a large number of officers for pay unjustly withheld 
from them. Judge Richardson decided that a retired 
officer’s pay is not perpetually restricted to the amount 
he was entitled to at the moment of retirement, but 
that the longevity movement applies to him as to any 
other officer. In other words, as we understand it, he 
is to receive three-fourths of the pay for any given year 
that he would have received for the same year had he 
remained on the active list, the longevity allowance 
after twenty years’ service being limited, of course, to 
40 per cent. of the annual pay. The sum due to Capt. 
Tyler under this decision was $1,203.14. 

We need only say that Capt. Tyler, in the hearing 
before the Supreme Court, reviewed the whole case 
briefly vut with great cogency of argunent. He insists 
that under a fair construction of the statutes he is en- 
titled to compute the percentage increase allowed by 
law to officers of the Army for length of service, upon 
the whole amount of yearly pay which he has been en- 
titled to receive from time to time (since July Ist, 1870); 
and in making such computation he is entitled to count 
service on the retired list the same as active service. 

After presenting the various points already made 
familiar by Judge Richardson’s decision, Capt. Tyler 
adds: ‘The court below, whilst granting all that I 
claim for officers of my rank, has laid down a rule 
which, if adhered to, results in hardships to retired 
colonels and lieut.-cvlonels in consequence of the limit 
imposed by the statutes upon the pay of officers of their 
rank on the active list; and while I entertain the high- 
est respect for the opinions of that court, I can but re- 
gard that rule aserroneous. It is in words as follows: 
“«The pay of a retired officer is to be determined by 
first ascertaining what would have been his pay had he 
not been retired, and then allowing him seventy-five per 
centtm of that sum.” 

Capt. Tyler then proceeds to lay down the true 
foundation of the longevity pay, which is not, as his 
‘opponents claim, because the service of the officer is 
more valuable after fifteen or twenty years’ service than 
after five or ten, but to enable him to meet the greater 
necessities of living at a maturer time of life, and as a 
reward for his sacrifices or [for long and faithful ser- 
vice. 

At the conclusion of Capt. Tyler’s argument, wiich 
was the main one, Judge Warden, his couasel, praising 
it ia the highest terms a3 unanswerable in its lugic, ssid 
that it had been made by Capt. Tyler solely by his 
(Judge Warden’s) request, and! that he adopted every 
part of it. He proceeded to deliver a brief, spirited and 
powerful argument, presenting ia a new ,form the chief 
points made by Capt. Tyler, and discussing the counter 
theory advanced by the Goverment. 

We need hardly point out that officers who may profit 
by the Sdecision in this case are under obligation to 
Judze Warden and Capt. Tyler for pushing this test 
cise. A decision may be expected, we are informed, 
on the last Monday in February, meanwhile, copies of 
the argument may be had, to a limited extent, on appli- 
cation to Captain R. W. Tyler, No. 623 ‘* F” street, N 
W., Washington, D. C.

His claim is{!founded on 
che allegation that the proceedings of the board before 
which he was tried, and by which he was recommended 
for muster out, were in many respects irregular, illegal, 
and in viclation of his constitutional rights. He re- 
gards it as a court convened tojtry{the officers named 
in the list submitted to it upon,criminal charges, and 
that all ite proceedings were required to be conducted 
with the same formalities as‘ those of a court-martial, 
otherwise the court itself would be an uuconstitutional 
organization. He points out several alleged irregulari- 
ties, among which are, that there was no judge-advocate 
assigned to the board; but especially that the board re- 
ceived and admitted in evidence, against his earnest 
objection, the records of a court-martial previously held 

upon charges substantially the same as those laid before 
the board, and upon which charges he had been tried 
and acquitted. The court held that it is not worth 
while to discuss this as the board was an advisory 
one and not a court of any kind: this being the case 
the proper time for these exceptions to its action was 
when the matter came before the President, who was 
not bound to explicitly and blindly follow every recom- 











1 impeached for irregularities of the board, on whose re- 
commendations he acted; and that if the claimant ever 
had any right to impeach the action of that board he 
has waived it by accepting the bounty of the Govern- 
ment allowed only to those who were lawfully mustered 
out under the act of 1870. We so held in the case of 
Hildeburn v. The United States (13 Ct. Cls.. 62). 
These grounds being sufficient to determine the case in 
favor of the defendants we do not pass upon the ques- 
tion, which is properly raised as to whether or not the 
assignment of Captain Meade to the office of captain 
of artillery in the place of the claimant, and the subse- 
quent appointment of Captain Eakin by the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, in 
place of Captain Meade resigned, did not operate as a 
removal of the claimant from his office in the Army in- 
dependently of all prior proceediags on the principle set 
forth by the Supreme Court in the case of Blake v. The 
United States (103 U. S. R., 236). The judgment of 
the court is that the claimant's petition be dismissed.’’ 
Judge Richardson delivered the opinion of the court. 








Some of the pay officers of the Navy are greatly 
agitated by the recent action of the 4th Auditor and 2d 
Comptroller in rigorously enforcing the laws governing 
the purchase of supplies for the Navy. With the ex- 
ception of certain specified articles, which are exempt, 
all supplies for the Navy, obtained at home, must, 
under the law, be procured by contract after advertise- 
ment, unless in the case of emergency, when the chiefs 
of bureaus, commandants of yards, etc., order the pur- 
chases in open market. Heretofore the vouchers for 
such purchases have passed without question ; but hav- 
ing determined to require all open purchase bills to have 
a certificate from the chiefs of oureaus or the officers 
ordering the purchases, that an emergency required the 
articles to be procured without advertising, the account- 
ing officers have suspended for? two and three quarters 
back all irregular vouchers, as they are called, and 
checked the pay officers in sums from $500 to $30,000, 
As aresult of this Washington has been overrun with 
paymasters, with their pockets full of vouchers, which 
they were trying to get endorsed by the chiefs of the 
bureaus in the Navy Department. It was not the fault 
of these dispensers of public funds—they simply fol- 
lowed the practice of many years, which had been ac- 
ceptable to the Auditor and Comptroller. Some of 
them when advised of the checkage of such large sums 
imagined themselves lost; but it is believed that they 
will not be hurt, and an irregular practice will be 
stopped. 








A GENERAL Orpver, recently issued by the Secretary 
of the Navy, declares that after the 1st of January, 1882, 
the officers serving on certain vessels will not be credited 
on the Navy Register with sea service, except for the 
time in which those vessels may be under way. The 
vessels named in the order are the Minnesota and New 
Hampshire at Newport, the Jntrepid at New York, the 
Alarm at Washington, and the Wyoming at Port Royal. 
This order does not deprive the officers of sea pay, as 
the vessels are in commission for sea service, and under 
the law the officers are entitled to sea pay. The object 
is understood to be that those who serve on such vessels 
shall not get the benefit of it in counting up sea service, 
either to complete the requisite term to entitle certain 
classes of officers to examination, or for the purpose of 
excusing them from legitimate cruising sea duty, when 
their services are needed. 











Tue disposition to hasty judgment is shown in 
the cruelly unjust comments upon the action of Lieut.

CONDEMNED CANNON FOR MONUMENTS. 

Ture Senate Committee on Military Affairs, to whom 
was referred the bill (©. 387) directing the Secretary of 
War to deliver to the Society of the Army of the Cum- 
berland condemned cannon to aid in the erection of a 
statue or monument to James Abram Garfield, reported 
as follows: 

An inquiry of the Secretary of War has developed the fact 
that all cf the condemned material of the character described 
in the bill now on band or likely to be available for a long 
time, has already been appropriated by acts of Congress to 
the erection of other monuments to some of our distinguished 
dead. In vie of this fact, the passage of the bill as re- 
ferred to the commitlee would not in the least aid the So-! 
ciety of the Army of the Cumberland in carrying out thei: 
laudable purpose to erect at Washington a suitable statue or 
monument to the memory of that distinguished member of 
the society, Gen. James A. Garfield. Your committee find 
that the movement for the ereciion of this memoria! was 
inaugurated at the aunual meeting of the society held at 
Chattanooga in September last. A committee of responsible 
gentlemen was ccnstituted to take charge of the matter, and 
they are now appcaling to the soldiers and patriotic citizens 
of the country for contributions. Your comaiuttee believe 
that when appropriations have been made of bronze cannon 
for the erection of statues or monuments, the material thus 
appropriated has seldom, if ever, been actually used in cast- 
ing the work. It has been customary to sell the material or 
to exchange it for other more suitable for the work. And 
while the object of the bill cannot be accomplished by the 
passage of it in its present shape, the committee believe that 
it is eminently proper that the aid which has so often been 
given to such objects should not be withheld in th: case of 
one 80 worthy of enduring remembrance as Gen, James A 
Garfield. The committee believe that the assistance asked 
may be given in a way not practically different from that 
which has prevailed in these cases, viz., by authorizing the 





Secretary of War to pay over to the proper officer of the 
society, out of the proceeds of the sales of condemued ord- 
nance or ordnance stores, a proper sum of money for the 
purpose named. The committee has prepared a substitute 
for the bill, appropriating the sum of 37,500 out of the pro- 
ceeds of any sales of condemned ordnance or ordnaace 
stores. We recommend the passage of this substitute.

THE ENGINEER CORPS OF THE NAVY. 


ix the Journat of Jan. 7 we published the substance 
of the memorial addressed by officers of the Engineer 
Corps of the Navy to Congress in support of the bill 
conferring upon them positive rank. We are in receipt 
of another communication which was prepared for cir- 
culation among the Navy engineers. It was originally 
marked ‘‘ strictly private and confidential,” but has lost 
that character by its republication in the pamphlet in 
which we receive it, accompanied by the memorial we 
refer to. These papers, the preface informs us ‘‘are 
now republished for the information of the service, in 
order that all who feel an interest in the welfare of the 
Navy may be correctly informed of the dangers that 
threaten the efficiency of the organization.” 

The present status of the Engineer Corps of the Navy 
is so extremely unsatisfactory to both its own officers 
and to the sailor officers of the Navy, that a speedy 
change is inevitable, either for the better if the efforts 
to be made by the engiveers prevail, or for the worse if 
the efforts now being made by the sailor officers are suc- 
cessful. And the issue will be determined neither by 
abstract views of justice nor by the real interest of the 
Navy, but by the relative strength of the efforts made 
by either side. 

The present position of the corps was not voluntarily 
accorded by the sailor officers of the Navy, but has been 
gradually won against their utmost opposition by the 
persistent and self-sacrificing exertions of its members 
during one-third of a century; who thus raised their 
position from that of mere machinists (which they were 
in the conimencement) to that of their present advanced 
condition which can only be retained by a continuance of 
the efforts which obtained it. The corps cannot remain 
just where it is, because its present position is strongly 
contested, and is without either conventional acknow- 
ledgment or proper legal definition. It has outgrown 
one stage of its existence and has not matured into the 
next, being in the perilous condition of a transition dur- 
ing which it is open to comparatively easy attack and 
destruction- It is restricted and weakened by the forms 
and traditions of its original organization when its num® 
bers were a handful without rank or consideration, its 
powers nothing, its duties the simple manipulation of 
the engines of a few old paddle-wheel steamers with 
auxiliary steam power, and its qualifications only ‘a 
practical familiarity with the operations of such plain 
machinery. . . . Against the greatest opposition, 
the Eogineer Corps has already risen to such importance, 
that it is represented at the Navy Department by an in- 
dependent bureau, and in the Navy-yards by separate 
organizations having exteasive manufactories and a 
large number of workmen under control. It has a place 
on scientific boards, and is an authority in scientific 
literature; it designs machinery of all kinds, investi- 
gates and solves the most difficult problems in Engi® 
neering, in applied mech:mics and in general physics ; 
its cadets receive a sciertific education at the Naval 
Academy, and it promises to soon become, and properly 
se, a corps second to none in professional attainments 
and importance of duty; but neither its organization, 
powers, prestige, nor titles, is at all commensurate with 
these facts. 

The change of the Navy from sailing ships to 
steamers, with the advent of a large and highly educat- 
ed corps of Engineer officers, is naturally looked upon 
with dislike by the sailor officers who find in thig new 
state of things their own iniportance materially diminish- 
ed and their powers formidably menaced. They have 
persistently resisted every advance, even of the most 
trifling kind, and without the slightest regard to abstract 
justice or to the interests of the Navy, seeking only to 
conserve their own authority, and to maintain their own 
prestige by ignoring what they could not destroy, and 
by endeavoring to appropriate to themselves preroges 
tives, duties, employments and responsibilities belongs 
ing properly to the Engineers, and to reduce the latter 
to the condition of mere experts or servitors whose 
prevince is to furnish the knowledge and do the work 
while they arrogate the credit and position. Whether 
the attempt will result like that of the daw who arrayed 
himself ia the peacock’s feathers, depends on the efforts 
now to be made by the Env gineers themselves. 

The policy of the sailor officers can be summed up as 
follows: 

1. The substitution of enlisted machinists on board 
naval steamers to keep the engine room watches in place 
of assistant engineers. 

2. The substitution in the Navy-yards of a political 
superintendent of machinery in place of a chief 
engineer. 

3. The purchase by contract of naval machinery, 
which is to be constructed from the designs of the 
contractor, without supervisic n, under some pretext of 
guaranteed performance. 

4. The execution of the repairs of the machinery of 
naval steamers in the same manner. 

5. The abolition of the two Bureaus of Construction 
and of Steam Engineering, by merging them into one 
with a sailor officer as its chief, and the chief naval 
constructor and engineer-in-chief attached to the staff 
of the chief of the new bureau as subordinates and ex- 
perts to furnish him with the necessary professional in- 
formation, to do the necessary professional work, and 

to be kept jealously out of sight. 

The object of this policy is easily seen to be the com- 

plete destruction of the Engineer Corps by the sailor 

otficers for the purpose of maintaining their present pre. 

rogative, and to secure that end the pubtic interest will 

be remorselessly sacrificed. It is true that under such 


a system the Navy would beceme an obsolete institu. 
tion ; a sort of Chinese navy, having only a paper ex- 
istence and sapping a fungus life from the Treasury, 
The first spark of a war would, of course, disclose its 
rottenness, but too late, and the world would witness 
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on the ocean a repetition of what the Franco-German | tific knowledge and practical skill, and to place in its 


war e xhibited on land. The disgrace of our country 
wou'.d be as indelible and its loss as great, but what 
are these to the selfishness of private interest! 

In the substitution of enlisted machinists for the 
*watch assistant engineers, there is extreme danger; for 
as it becomes a fixed fact that the machinery can be and 
is manipulated by machinists, there will be no further 
need for assistant engineers, who most certainly will 
be dismissed *‘ with one year’s pay” as useless and costly 
appendages. It will soon be discovered that the pre- 
sence of several assistant engineers on board a crowded 
vessel, with no duties to perform, but merely sailing 
about as passengers, is not to be tolerated. , 

‘The extinction of the assistant engineers is the great 
result aimed at, for it saps the existence of the corps at 
ithe very roots by reducing the engineers to so small a 
number as to be insignificant—like the civil engineers 
and the naval constructors. The number is to be still 
more reduced by the substitution of political superin- 
tendents of machinery for the engineers in the navy- 
yards, thus depriving the engineers of shore stations and 
of intercourse with the public. Finally, consolidating 
the two mechanical bureaus of the Navy under a sailor 
officer, completes the exclusion of engineers from the 
department and from the public, and terminates the 
vexistence of the corps by a natural death, while design- 
dng, Constructing, and repairing the machinery by con- 
tract avoids all necessity for engineering in the Navy ; 
frees the sailor corps from the rivalry and dangerous 
presence of a scientific corps in harmony with the pro- 
gress of mechanical invention and discovery, and with 
the ability to utilize them for the public benefit; and 
throws into the hands of those officers the expenditure 
of the appropriations now made for the two mechanical 

ureaus, and the patronage and perquisites resulting. A 
complete illustration of this system can now be seen in 
the Naval Observatory, nominally presided over by a 
sailor officer as superintendent, who knows nothing of 

ractical astronomy, while the work is done by un 
uown astronomers and mathematicians rendering un- 
appreciated services for small salaries. It can also be 
seen in the Bureau of Yards and Docks, as purely a 
mechanical bureau as that of Steam Engineering. A 
Sailor officer presides there, while all the professional 
work is done by professional engineers unnoticed and 
unknown. 

The persons most interested in preventing this aboli- 
tion of the Engineer Corps are the assistants and junior 
chiefs, because they have the longest career before 
thein; and tie attempt to destroy it must be met with 

romptness and courage. The worst counsellor is 

ear, and the worst conduct vacillation and procrastina- 
tion. We must be resolute, persevering, and self- 
sacrificing. 

What is required to confirm the Engineer Corps and 
continue its aggrandizement, is additional legislation, 
making its organization a strictly military one assimi- 
lated to that of the Army engineers. The cadet engi- 
neers of the Navy must, like the sailor cadets and those 
of the Army, be nominated by the members of Congress 
in turn from their respective districts, and they must 
receive a first-class scientific education at the Naval 
Academy. Position in the corps after entrance must 
be secure. lt must have absolute military rank and the 
titles of each rank, with a system of promotion by seni- 
ority alone that will render it a disciplined force with a 
common purpose, instead of a disintegrating mob with 
se e and conflicting interests. It must have the ab- 
solute rank and titles to render it secure, for its security 
depends entirely on its prestige as a scientific military 

Unless it be such a corps, neither the depart- 
ment, nor the sailor officers, nov the public, will consi- 
der the engineers of the Navy as officers in the sense 
that the engineers of the Army are considered officers, 
although there is complete parity of duties and qualifi- 
cations in both cases. 

By having the cadet engineers nominated by mem- 
bers of Congress from their respective districts, the 

obtains the support of Conpress asa part of the 
‘political patronage and emoluments of its members. 
. number, also, by this system tends continually to 
increase, and mere number is a very important element 
of — 

By educating the cadet engineer at the Naval Acade- 
my during a sufficient time, say 6 years, he will leave 
it not only with the scientific attainments needed for 

fession, but, what 1s equally important, with the 
reputation cf such attainments. 

By having but one examination, and that at gradua- 
tion (which examination is to be assevere as possible, 
proving the cadet qualified so far as he can be by school 
education for the grade of chief engineer), the after 
career of the cadet is assured, and he progresses with 
certainty from the lower to the higher grades. 
The interest of his corps thus becomes his interest, and 
its discipline his best acivantage. 

It is very —_ that the interests of the country would 
be vitally subserved by such a corps. Under its direc- 
tion, the engineering of the Navy would be greatly more 
economical as well as more efficient. No argument is 
necessary to prove that a high degree of professional 
education and technical skill is required to cope suc- 
cessfully with the most difficult professional problems 
of the age; or that the attempts to deal with such by 

without these attainments must be abortive and 
costly failures, yet the latter—and nothing can be more 
fatuous—is the present system in which engineering 
constructions are controlled by sailor officers who, how- 
ever good perhaps in their own sphere, which is that of 
the quarter-deck and the quarter-deck alone, are mere 

les in engineering. Their blunders can indeed 
be paid for by the public treasury, but it cannot com- 

the results of their incapacity, nor redeem the 
wretched national consequences of an effete vaval sys- 
tem whco brought to the test of modern war. 

The inierest of the engineer corps and the iuterest of 
he country are identical in this matter; and whatever 
ends to create a professional corps of the highest scien- 


| hands the engineering constructions of the Navy, un- 
| controlled by ignorance and presumptiun, helding the 
} members of this corps to a rigid accountability for their 
acis, but givirs them also commensurate powers and 
position, tends to the public interest in the economy and 
efficiency of a most important branch of the public ser 
vice. Without power, intelligence cannot make itself 
effective, and without rank the services of men of high 
character and accomplishments cannot be had, for such 
men will not submit to any mark of inferiority. 

The object to be attained is the aggrandisement of 
our corps by increasing its power and elevating its naval 
position; for which purpose the mentioned instruction, 
status of admission and system of promotion require tu 
be changed and assimilated to those of the Army engi- 
neers. Absolute rank and the military titles of that 
rank are to be obtained, also, precisely the same as pos- 
sessed by the engineers of the Army. The powers and 
duties of the Bureau of Steam Engineering are to be so 
fixed that they cannot be ignored or transferred. The 





following are the principal points proposed to be secured 
by legislation : 

{The first point relates to the organization of the cadet 
engineers, the second to positive rank, both of which 
are covered by what precedes. The third is as follows. 
—Ep. |: 

3d. As regards the status of the Bureau of Steam En. 
gineering.—The Bureau of Steam Engineering is to de- 
sign, Construct, supervise and contract for all the ma 
chinery of naval vessels, and for all engineering tools, 
materials, and supplies. It is also to detail the mem- 
vers of the corps and assign their duty. All boards for 
the examination cf machinery, engineering material, 
tools, contracts and supplies to be composed exclusively 
of naval engineers; as are also all boards to which are 
subinitted questions of professional fault ; and in Courts- 
martial where an engineer officer is on trial for breach 
of naval discipline, or for moral fault, one-half of the 
Court will be composed of naval engineers. All the 
foregoing are to be secured by law if possibie, but the 
essential provisions are the positive rank and the system 
of appointment, examination, and promotion. ‘These 
ale sine Gua hon, 

There can be no reasonable objection to the abolition 
of examinations for the present assistant engineers, and 
to their promotion by seniority alone; although, as a 
consequence, afew might be undeservedly advanced. 
No general system can be devised that will not include 
cases desirable to exclude. All the present assistants, 
however, are well qualified for the duties of any grade, 
according to the standard of examination when they 
entered the corps. They have excellent practical know- 
ledge, much naval experience at sea, and are incom- 
parably better qualified than any persons who could be 
obtained from civil life to supersede them. Their ser- 
vices are urgently needed; the corps has already a great 
many vacancies which cannot be filled for a long time, 
and before the future cadet can be educated and quali 
fied for his duties, the present assistants will have been 
promoted out of the way, and have disappeared by 
death, retirement, or resignation. They will not im 
pede the career of any. To turn them out after the 
best portion of their lives has been spent in a service 
whose duties they are qualified to perforin, because 
they cannot pass examinations never proposed when 
they enterea, would be alike unjust, inhuman, and im- 
politic. They can pass any examination according to 
the standard when they entered the corps, and it isa 
violation of good faith to require from them more difli- 
cult qualifications, because such have of late years been 
found desirable. Let the very highest standard, as new 
adopted, apply to the future alone. The corps cannot 
afford to go on *‘ bilging out” large numbers of excel 
lent engineers because they cannot calculate the orbit of 
a comet or write an encyclopedia of science, without 
having those who can, to take their place, making thus 
a most injurious and senseless depletion. The numbers 
must be kept full, and common sense must supply them 
ina praciicable way, irrespective of any theories of 
what ought to be. 

The positive rank is absolutely necessary to the proper 
position of the corps, both officially and socially. There 
is a prestige connected with military title which, how- 
ever senseless or undeserved, cannot be ignored. We 
must have it in order to maintain ovrrights. Itis a 
weapon without which we are always in danger 
of wrong, oppression, insult, damage or defeat. No 
abilities avail in its absence. The public know nothing 
of any officer’s talents, nor does the Department, but 
always supposes them what they should be for the 
rank. As regards elevating the corps, the positive rank 
is a lever worth aJl others, and no efforts are too great 
to obtain it.

ORIGIN OF THE REVENUE MARINE SERVICE. 

Tue Revenue Marine Service owes its establishment 
to the genius and foresight of Alexander Hamilton. It 
was first brought to the notice of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in a communication from him under date of 
April 23, 1790, headed ‘‘ Operations of the Act Laying 
Duties on Imports.” Hamilton called attention to the 
fact that section 5th of this act contemplated a provision 
of boats for securing the collection of the revenue ; but 
no authority to provide them was anywhere given, while 
information from several quarters proved the necessity 
of having them. 

He submitted the plan of an establishment for this 
purpose, viz., ‘ten boats, two for the coasts, bays, and 
harbors of Massachuseits and New Hampshire; one for 
the sound, between Long Island and Connecticut; one 
for the bay of New York; one for the bay of Dela- 
ware; two for the bay of the Chesapeake (these, of 








course, to ply along the neighboring coasts); one for 


| the coasts, bays, and harbors of North Carolina; one 
for the coasts, bays, and harbors of South Carolina ; 


and one for the coast of Georgia. Boats of from 36 to 
40 feet keel were recommended, each having one cap- 
tain, one lieutenant, and six marines, and armed with 
swivels. 

The cost of each boat was computed at $1,000, and 
the annual expense at $18,560. ‘*The utility of an 
establishment of this nature,” said Hamilton in con- 
clusion, ‘‘ must depend on the exertion, vigilance, and 
fidelity of those to whom the charge of the boats shall 
confided. If these are not respectable characters 
they will rather serve to screen than detect fraud. To 
procure sch a liberal compensation must be given, and, 
in a?’ ion to this, it will, in the opinion of the Secre- 
iary, be advisable that they be commissioned as officers 
of the Navy. This will not only induce fit men the 
more readily to engage, but will attach them to their 
duty by a nicer sense of honur.” 

The service rapidly gained in popularity, favor, and 
importance, and in 1798 is chronicled the first co-opera- 
tion of revenue cvtters with the Navy. Commodore 
Barry was in command of a fleet cruising between Nan- 
tucket and Cape Henry, and under his contro] was the 
reveaue cutter Governor Jay, 14 guns and 70 men, and 
Generel Greene, 10 guns and 54 men. The first cruise 
ever made by Old Jronsides she was accompanied by 
four revenne cutters. During the French war they per- 
formed efficient service in West Indian waters, and a 
handsome list of prizes rewarded the vigilance of the 
Hamiltonian fleet. 

Oa the rolls of the revenue cutter service are num- 
bered many names, occupying enviable positions, high 
upon Columbia’s scroll of fame. Capt. John Foster 
Williams, a revolutionary hero, of Z/azard and Protector 
renowv, was one of the first to leave the Colonial or 
State navy to accept a commission in the Revenue Ma 
rine, which in point of senivrity, ranks the naval branch 
of the Government. 

Captain Elisha Heinman, another of the original 
officers of the Coriinental navy, held a commission 
and died a commander in the Revenue Marine. His 
record is one series of gallant and daring deeds. He at 
one time commended the Alfred, upon which vessel 
John Paul a jieutenant. When the 
traitor Arnold made his attack upon New London, the 
home of Captain Heinman, his wife, one of the most 
beautiful and accomplished ladies of her day, aimed a 
musket at the traitor as he halted for a moment before 
her door, but the weapon missed fire, and he passed on 
unconscious of the peril he had beer in. The incident 
has been preserved on canvas by the celebrated artist 
Hamilton. 

During the war of 1812 the enemy found that the old 
revolutionary fire was not entirely extinct, and although 
the build and weight of metal prevented the Revenue 
cutters from winning e-<tensive victories, yet, when at- 
tacked, they proved themselves ‘‘ Foemen worthy of 
their steel,” and inthe action between the barges of the 
Narcissus frigate and the Revenue cutter Surveyor, the 
commander of the cutter received back his sword and 
a handsome letter fro.o the British commander for the 
desperate aud gallant manner in wuich he had defended 
his vessel. The action of the Revenue cutter Hag! 
with an English brig of war is another example of the 
prowess evinced by this civil branch of the Govern- 
ment 

Many naval officers have served on Revenue cutters, 
and as late as 1830, the cutter Rush, stationed at New 
York, was officered as follows: Oscar Bullis, Lieut., 
U. S. N., commanding; John 8. Glasson, p .ssed mid- 
shipman, Ist liev.enant; Stepben C. Rowan, midship- 
man, 2d lieutenant. In January, 1832, President Jack- 
son compelled naval officers serviry in tie Revenue 
cutters, to choose hetween the two branches of the 
service, it having been found that naval oflicers did not 
satisfactorily discharge their duties as oflicers of the 
Revenue Marine. From that date the Navy and Reve- 
nue Marine have been entirely distinct. 
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NEW PUBLICATIONS. 

Nordenskiold’s recent book will be followed dur- 
ing the present year by several supplementary vo'umes, 
containing partly popular essays and observatio 1s by 
the partakers in the Vega expedition, partly strictly 
scientific treatises respecting the resuits of the voyage. 
They will be published at the cost of the Swedish Gov- 
ernment. 

The Reverend William Pittenger is the author cf a 
recent book published by J. B. Lippincott and Co., of 
Philadelphia, entitled ‘‘ Capturing a Locomotive—a 
History of Secret Service in the War,” a thrilling narra- 
tive of personal experience. 

The January number of the ‘‘ Journal of the Military 
Service Institution,” which will be issued in the course 
of a few days, contains some excellent articles. One is 
by General S. B. Holabird, U. 8S. A., on ‘Army 
Clothing.” a fruitful subject of discussion for many 
years past, aud one which General Holabird handles 
in an able manner. He traces in detail the growth and 
development of army clothing from the days of Wash- 
ington until now, and furnishes muci valuable informa- 
tion 1n regard to the preseat system of issuing clothing, 
altering it, &e., in our army. In regard to color, he 
says: ‘* There would appear to be some advantage in 
using a darker blue for trowsers and for the great coat, 
A shade darker for the trowsers and a dark blue for the 
great coat would be seemingly better in effective ap- 
pearance. Facings and pipings of red or scarlet for a!! 
fvot troops would be a decided improvement ; as would 
also the lining of capes of the great coats of foot troops 
with scarlet ; the button should be improved in sharp- 
ness of figure and in quality of finish; the waistband 
of the trowsers should be wide, neatly finished, and the 
buck'es used on them behind, of the best quality.” 

Ge :eral Holabird concludes his article with the fol- 
lowing excellent and patriotic suggestion: ‘‘It is well 
to remember that in the uniform of the soldier the in- 








terest and hopes of millions may yet be centered, and 
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it must keep pace with National requirements. A uni- 
form is characteristic of a people. It is an outgrowth 
of National character. It may be impoverished and 
rendered mean in appearance for a time, but too many 
men have already died in it, to have it totally ignored or 
neglected, and too many men still wear it equally ready 
to dye it anew with their blood in the service of their 
country. Let us then endeavor to throw an loterest 
around it, to build it up, to make it a source of pride to 
the wearer, and an indication of National power where- 
ever seen.” 

General Rodeubough’s article on ‘Military Reform 
without Legislation,” to which we have heretotore re- 
ferred very fully in the JoveNat, appears in this num- 
ber. Lieutenant-Colonel Thomas M. Anderson, 9th 
Infantry, now at Fort McKinney, W. T., contributes 
an article replete with information on ‘‘ Army 
Posts, Barracks, and Quarters.” He treats in an able 
manner tbe important questions of the location of posts, 
the construction of quarters, drainage, sewage, etc., 
ventilation of squad-rooms, officer’s quarters, etc., and, 
in brief, furnishes a paper wnich will be of inestimable 
value to the Quartermaster’s Department. Captain R. 
H. Hall, 10th U. S. Infantry, has a paper on ‘‘ Early 
Discipline at the U. 8. Military Academy,’ which 
enables the reader to mark the difference between the 
past, of which he writes, and the present. 

We are glad to observe that Rear-Admiral 
Heury Preble’s ‘‘Flag of the United States and other 
National Flags,” has just passed to a third edition—a 
sufficient proof of the appreciation in which it 1s held. 
It is indeed an incomparable volume on the subject of 
which it treats. Handsomely issued by Messrs. J. R. 
Osgood and Company, of Boston, amply illustrated with 
ten colored plates, two hundred wood engravings, and 
iwany mans, this work is made more widely interest- 
ing by including the naval and yacht club signals, seals 
and arms, and the principal National songs of the United 
States, together with a chronicle of the symbols stan- 
dards, banners and flags of ancient and modern Nations. 
The preface to the third edition says that it is the same 
as the second, except that a few verbal and typographi- 
cal errors have been corrected, and several pages of 
notes added, bringing the matter up to the present 
time. We spoke of this work at length on the appear- 
ance of the second edition, and now again warmly 
commend it as one of great to both the Army 
and Navy, to Post Libraries, and to all who desire to be 
informed in our country’s birthday.

A FELICITOUS TRIBUTE. 





Tne business of the House of Representatives was 
suspended on Monday after the reception of bills, and 
the time devoted to eulogies on Senator Burnside. In 
the course of his remarks Mr. Chase, of Rhode Island, 
said : 

A few days since the learned gentleman now writing his 
biograpby, gave me the circumstances attending Senator 
Burnside's appointment to West Point. In 1841 Caleb B. 
Smith, then a Representative in Congress from Indiana, 
found him a mere stripling in a tailor’s shop at Liberty, ply- 
ing his trade, and at the same time reading a book on tactics. 
He found that the youth had an intense desire for military 


life. Mr. Smith at once recommended his appointment to a 
cadetship, and in this was joined by the General Assembly of 
Indiana, then in session, As Mr. Smith had bitterly an- 


tagonized President Tyler's Administration, his effort was 
unavailing. Just here a gentieman, who had been Mr. 
Smith’s competitor in the Congressional race, came to the 
tailor boy’s rescne. He had written a series of 
defence of the administration that so pleased the President 
that he awarded the patronage of the district to him. and at 
his suggestion Ambrose Everett Burnside was given an 
opportunity to gratify his youthful ambition, 


temarks were also made by Mr. Rice, of Massachu- 

setts, Mr. Pettibone, Mr. Spooner, and Mr. Henderson 
In the Senate, which was similarly occupied at the same 
time, remarks were made by Senators Anthony, Hamp 
ton, Edmunds, Maxey, Harrison, Ransom, Hawley, 
Jones, Hale and Aldrich. Senator Edmunds said most 
felicitously : | 

The career of Gen. Burnside exemplifies, I think, in an 
eminent degree the life of a warrior who does not admit craft 
or indirection among his weapons, Whether right or wrong 
he was one of the simplest and most direct of men. Calcu- 
lation of incidents or consequences did uot seem to enter into 
the measure of his estimation of what it was fit for him to 
do so far as it regarded its effects upon himself in going for- 
ward with any enterprise or measure in haud. If what was 
proposed appeared right according to the siaudard that com- 
mended itself to him, he ‘followed right because right is 
right, in scorn of consequence.” Invective and ridicule in 
such a ease fell upon bis head without apparently diminish- 
ing in the least degree the real enthusiasm with which he 
held fast to and endeayored to advance whatever cause he 
had espoused. I have often th yught when I have seen him 
—pot educated in the law in its technical and precise charac- 
ter, nor yet largely iuformed in the wider realms of municipal 
and public jurisprudence- -stoutly maintain sume proposition 
which but for the necessary conventionalities of all systems 
of goverument and all relations between nations would have 
been proper, and was frequently in the abstract, how noble 
must be the character that for the sake of what he believes 
does not hesitate to discard the force of precedent and rebe] 
against the mandates of authority. 
Nor can we, I think, who act our short parts in the great 
drama of governmenut—a stage on which there can be, hu- 
manly speaking, no final drop-scene—fail to admit how 
valnable to the continuing interests of svciety are the ele- 
ments in legislative bodies that resist the force of precedent, 
that have small respect for what has been because it has 
been, that are fettered by no technicalities and that feel as 
free as if the world had just begun. 








And I hope to be d——-d if they get me again. 


The tendency to a blind obedience to forms, to precedents, 








and to methods is thus counterbalanced, just as, reciprocally, 
the converse elements in a legislative body restrain excess in 
the opposite direction. The equation and sum of perfect 
government as we on this continent understand it is thus 
made up. But thisis not the proper occasion to enlarge 
upon these interesting topics. Let me, rather, as I join 
colleague and successor in mourning his untimely departure, 
teslify to the charming qualities of his private character. 
I have known him for more than ten years, but not iati- 
mately until he came to take his place in this great conclave 
of the representatives of States. I am happy to remember 
that since then I have enjoyed frequently his unostentatious 
but warm-hearted and almost exuberant hospitality, and 
have been often honored with his apparently unreserved con- 
fidence in respect of many matters of public concern with 
which he had to deal. In our merely social intimacy, cour- 
tesy, candor, and unfailing kindness of heart were his con- 
stant characteristics. In relation to his connection with pub- 
lic affairs and measures, he received praise without vi 

or elation and criticisn: without annoyance. Peet 
gentle, his very faults seemed to attract the sympathy and 
touch the sensibility of his friends, He has left us without 
warning, not as a deserter, but in obedience to the power 
that dominates both senators and States. May his future be 
as peaceful and happy as his past has been full of the storms: 
of war and the vicissitudes and labors of this our life.

THE STATE ‘TROOPS. 


INSPECTOR-GENERAL’S REPORT, NEW YORK. 
Tue report of Gen. Robert Shaw Oliver, of the State of 
New York, just received, contains so many excellent sugges- 
tions that we extract from it at length: 


The total strength of the Guard at the muster of 1880 was 
19,373, of whom 5,067 were absent and 14,306, or .743 per 
ceut., present. In 1881, 5,119 were absent and 10,863, or 
.679 per cent., presont. Total, 15,982, showing a loss of 
3.391 from disbandments and all other causes. The average 

during 1881 was .64, the Ist Division show- 
72: Sth, .50; 6th, .57; Sth, .63 

As more correctly showing the actual force habitually pre 
pared for duty, the report gives the average prevent at drills 
and parades for the vear as follows: 7th regt., .65; 23d, .64; 
22d, 65; 12th, 61; 13th, .59; 71st, .65; 47th, .51; 14th, .55; 
9th, 56; 8th, 58; 69th, .59; 65th, .39; 74th, .50; 32d, .41; 
lith, .49; 5th, .48; ist, .48; 48th, .56; 5Sist, 33; loth Bat., 
.61; 17th Bat., 68; 26th Bat., .75. There were no returns 
from the 16th, 20th, and 35th Battalion. The cavalry, artil- 
lery, and separate companies we omit for the present. 

Muster Kolls.—In accordance with the recommend 
of the last annual report, but two muster rolls have been 
required, and the result has proven that this number is sufti- 
cient, and it is requested that the necessary legisia‘ion on 
this subject be obtained. 

The atteation of commanders should be called to the neces- 
sity of using more care in the preparation of the rolls, and a 
strict compliance required with all the printed notes thereon, 
The penmanship in many cases is very bad, and some of the 
rollx are no credit to the organizations. 

As these are virtually the most important official records 
required, every commander should take a proper pride in 
preparing them in a creditable manner. It may be safely 
said that the State now possesses an absvlutely correct record 
of the force. 

Inspections,—As suggested in the last report, a brigade 
muster aud inspection was held this year in the field; and I 
also was present, by the courtesy of the brigade command- 
ers, at the field manwuvrea of the Ist and 3d Brigades. I 
have thus been enabled to see all the organizations of the Ist 
and 2d Divisions (with a few exceptions) in the fiell fully 
equipped for work, and my opinion is confirmed as to the 
great utility of these brigade tield manceuvres and inspee- 
ticns, both to the inspector and the troops. I would urge 
the adoption of thls system wherever practicable, and the 
furnishiog of transportation and payment of troops on there 
occasions. Legislation should be sought to secure to the Ist 
Division suitable ground for brigade manceuvres, the trans- 
portation to Prospect Park, Brooklyn—the only available 
spot—being a heavy and unneces-ary charge, besides con- 
suming valuable time. It is not much to the credit of New 
York City that her troops are without suitable parade 
xrounds, when there is sc much property easily available in 
Central Park. The liberal spirit displayed by the aathoritics 
of Prospect Park might well be imitated, without detriment 
to property or the general public. 

The subordinate inspections by division and brigade in- 
spectors have been fairly carried out. excepting as regards 
some of the country organizations, In these latter 
the troops are so scattered, and the personal expense to the 
local inspector in visiting the various points so great, that 
the system cannot be properly followed. 

During the coming year the expenses of all inspectors, 
where distant travel is necessary, should be paid by the State, 
as, in my opinion, nothing conduces so much to an intelligent

knowledge of the wants and condition of the Guard as the 
various inspections by different individuxls. In the cities 


and larger towns the inspectors have well perforimed their 
duties, and given much time to a careful examination of the 
troops under their special charge, and too much credit can- 
not be given for the zeal displayed. 

The uard.—I would most respectfully again invite your 
attention to my report of 1880 as a w hole, and to the various 
reports of divisions made during the year. My recommend- 
ations, if put to practical test, would, in my humble opinion, 
go far to rectify many needs and abuses. There is still th 
same lack of setting up and ignorance of the A, B, Cof a 


soldier’s uty. General Christeusen, of tue Sth Brigade, has 
recognized this defect, and set to workin such a practical 
way to correct the evil that, with his permission. [ reproduce 
herewith his admirable instructions to Lis regimeutel com- 


pianders: en 

The Inspector-General earnestly recommends that the 
whole Guard be directed by orders to conform to the system 
derived by Gen. Christensen which is described in detail. 
The condition of the Guard as a whole has not improved 
during the past year. Many organizations are badly de- 
moralized, and utterly lack interest in their duties on ac- 
count of the unsettled state of affairs as regards expected 
disbandment and reorganization. Some, however, under 
the spur of criticism, have very much improved and are 
gaining daily. 
The comparative standing submitted herewith 
clearly and strongly than any words. As a whol 
is fairly equipped for field duty 

I think that until camps are instituted but little real 
progress can be made in the best organiz «tions, for they are 
proticient in most of the duties that is practicable for them 
to learn under the present syster. Where they fail to reach 
higher standing is in such matters as discipline and military 
courtesy, individual set up, skirmishing and guard duties 
generally. The instraciion and experience of camp would of 
necessity rectify much of this. But even without camps 
much can be done to improve the Guard as a whole by rais- 
ing the standard and correcting abuses, all of which could 
be accomplished by a few general regulations 

I would most earnestly recommend prompt and early 
action in these matters, so that no effort shall be spared to 
build up and encourage the organizations of the Guard now 
selected to represent it. Legislation should be early sought 
by which a redistribution of funds for the support of the 
Guerd might be attained in order that the moueys no longer 
needed for the large body disbanded may be applied to the 
improvement of that which remains. 
Gen. Oliver renews his recommendaticns of last year, Ist, 
to prescribe a standard for recruits; 2d, each oflicer be exa- 
mined before promotion and each non-commissioned officer 
before warranting; 3d, prescribe a course of instruction in 
general for the Guard for the successive periods of the year; 
4th, remodel the system of books, papers, and returns; 5th, 
devote the uniform fund to a fatigue uniform and next toa 
dress uniform; 6th, prescribe and limit the expenditures of 
regimental fund, especially as relates to bands, ete.; 7th, 
provide camp instruction; 8th, provide Courts-imartial, at 
least yearly, for the separate companies. The non-effective- 
ness of the artillery 1s dwelt upon, and General Oliver 
quotes General Rodenbough’s report aud recoumenda- 
tions on the subject of artillery as, beiug, in his opinion, 
the most practical way of solving this question at small cost 
to the State, as the expense of maintaiuing dismounted bat- 
teries would be no larger than infantry companies, and the 
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bulk of the fund could be expended in maintaining the 
model organizations, etc. 

Gen. Graham, Colonels Williston and Pennington, Majors 
Taylor, Campbell, and McCrea, and Captain Brewerton, of 
the Regular Artillery, are also quoted to show that a battery 
commander's techuical acquirements, alone, should combine 
a thorough theoretical and practical knowledge of the snb- 
ject and service of artillery, with ability to instruct bis offi- 
cers therein, together with familiarity with the habits, man- 
agement and diseases of the hors rhe model first sergeant 
is thus sketched by one of the oldest battery commanders in 
service: **He should be intelligent and zealons in the dis- 
charge of his duties and in the care and instruction of the 
other non-commissioned officers and men of his battery; be 
of good personal habits, a good disciplinarian, firm in his 
control of and perfectly just and impartial in his relations 
with the other enlisted men. There are few positions in 
which an enlisted man is charged with so much responsi- 
bility, or where a greater umount of untiring devotion to 
duty is called into play. The position is a superb one, and 
any soldier may be proud of discharging the duties pertaining 
to it with credit to himself and to the satisfaction of his 
superiors. For this reason men of the highest order of in- 
telligence, and of the best character only, should be selected 
for the office, and then they should be paid adequately—in 
my opinion, not less than fifty dollars a month.” 

Concluding, Gen. Oliver says: 

The thanks of the department are due to the kindly in- 
terest shown in the matter by Gen. Craham, major 4th 
Artillery ; Maj. Sanger, Ist Artillery; Col. Pennington, 2d 
Artillery ; Maj. McCrea, Ist Artillery ; Maj. Taylor, Ist Artil- 
lery ; Col. Williston, 2d Artillery ; Maj. Campbell, 4th Artil- 
lery ; Capt. Brewerton, 5th Artillery. In conclusion, I beg 
to bear witness to the zeal and interest manifested by Col. 
T. F. Rodenbough, Assistant Inspector-General, in the many 
onerous duties which of necessity have fallen to his share 
dming the past year. My thanks are particularly due to Mr.

An excellent address was ‘delivered at the opening of the 
meeting by the President of the association, who is Major 
General W. F. Rodgers, Com nanding 4th Division,of Buffalo. 
Genetal Rodgers had practical experience during the war as 
Colonel of the 21st N. Y. Vols., and ix besides a man of ex- 
cellent judgment and good sense. After referring to the 
character of the organization he addressed, and briefly 
tracing the history of the National Guard, which it repre 
sents, General Rodgers came to the subject of the proposed 
amended code. He urged that individual prejudices should 
be laid aside and views harmonized, so as to secure a code 
that would be acceptable to all sections of the State, and 
have some prospect of permanency. He said: ‘ Taken as a 
whole the proposed code is an improvement. Doubtless it 
could be improved, and if this can be done in a spirit of 
harmony and in consonance with the military anthority, the 
affirmative voice of t/is association should be given in that 
direction. This will do much toward securing its passage. 
In the matter of uniforms for the Guard I think the true 
policy is the adoption of a State uniform suitable to the 
actual needs of military service, the description and the 
money value of which should be fixed by regulation. It is 
time we disabused the public mind of the notion that a gaudy 
uniform is the pride of the soldier, and that the organization 
is merely for the purpose of ceremouious parades. These 
are well enough in their place, but there are higher aud 
more important considerations which demand our serious 
attention, and which should not be lost sight of for a mo- 
ment—a knowledge of tactical movements, the use of the 
rifle, and thorough discipline.” He urged the necessity of 
more thorough training, saying: ‘* The truth is, and having 
served in the ranks I know whereof I speak, that ina ma- 
jority of cases the recruit is hurried through the preliminary 
exercises and admitted into the ranks before he really com 
prehends the principles and mechanism of the drill. No 
enlisted man should be allowed to take his place in the ranks 
of the company until he has been well * set up,” can execute 
with promptness the facings, the several steps, the principles 
of the march, the wheel, the turn and the manual of 
arms—all comprised in the school of the soldier. These 
should be taught in lessons progressive in their character, 
and when they are once learned by the recruit they are not 
easily forgotten. The officer who has a true appreciation of 
his position will pursue this course of instruction. There are 
very many who do not, and hence the adverse criticism to 
which they and their commands are subjected. For all 
occasions of duty under orders from General Headquarters 
the State should be insisted to pay to each and every officer 
and soldier of the National Guard a stipulated per diem 
allowance.” 

On the subject of encampments he said that it seemed 
almost a work of supererogation to refer to it again. ‘The 
illiberal spirit manifested by the supervisors of many of the 

counties of the State toward the separate companies is a 
gource of embarrassment and annoyance, and interferes 
gerioysly with the harmony and prosperity of these organiz- 
ations. Jn view of this fact it is worth considering whether 
the expenge of erecting or renting armories should not be a 
charge upon the general fund as well as the cost of equip- 
ment and maintenance. This would place a!l counties on an 
equality and require those which have no organizations to,

contribute to the maintenance of those which have. As all 
counties of the State are equally interested in a military es- 
tablishment all should bear their share in its maintenance.” 
The proposed code waa bronght up for discussion, and 
after some debate the matter was referred to a committee of 
seven, Col. E. Clark, Col. G. Scott, Col. J. W. McLeer, Lieut.- 
Col. A. D. Palmer, Capt. J. W. Jarvis, Gen. W. H. Brownell, 
and Gen. J. C. Graves. The committee sat up with the subject 
all night, and came down in the morning looking somewhat 
seedy, but evidently gratified at having reached a nearly 
unanimous decision in regard to the chief point of dis- 
cussion, that of a service uniform. Six out of the seven 
members were in favor of the uniform, but had not 
been able to convince the seventh, though they had wrestled 
with him nearly, if not quite, all night, as Jacob did with 
the angel.

The committee on the new Code, referred to above, made 
their report. The recommendations were considered one at 
a time, and the discussion was not spirited throughout. 
Among the important suggestions to report to the Legisla- 
ture were that the captaiu select the Ist sergeant ; that en- 
listment be either five or seven years, at the recruit’s discre- 
tion, and that a distinctive uniform be adopted by the 
Guard. As to these we may say in passing, that 
the right of appointment of non-commissioned officers by 
com pany commanders should not be restricted to the office 
of 1st sergeant, but extend through all the grades of non- 
com. ofticers. The elective system is one of the most pernicious 
features of the National Guard, and until it is abolished no 
proper discipline can be secured. 

The gratifying fact that the neces<ity for reform is steadi- 
ly becoming more understood and appreciated by the Na- 
tional Guard is particularly shown by the attitude of the 
present Convention iu regard to the Code, if contrasted with 
the general opposition to it at the time of the last session of 
the Legislature. 

The adoption of a new service unifurm may now be re- 
garded as a settled question.

| The feeling in this country, not only among riflemen but

SCHOOLS OF INSTRUCTION, 


Gen. RopEensoven has received from Gen. George W. 
Wingate an interesting letter in reference to his lecture on 
Militia Reform Without Legislation. After showing very 
clearly how much truth there is in the maxim, ‘‘ What is 
best administered is best,” as applied to the National Guard, 
Gen. Wingate goes on to consider the reforms that may be 
accomplished without legislation, He says: 


The great improvement that can .be obtained in the 
National Guard through the selection of well trained 
and enthusiastic officers, and the futility of accomplish- 
ing any practical innovation by mere legislation, has been 
strikingly demonstrated by the progress of rifle practice 
in this State. The passage of the law creating the system, 
and the adoption and circulation of the “ ual of In- 
struction,” made scarcely an impression on either officers or 
men for almost two years. It was not until the plan was 
adopted of selecting as inspectors of rifle practice men who 
were thoroughly familiar with the subject and carefully in- 
structing them in their duties, that anything was ac- 
complished. Even then it took several years to discriminate 
the matter, and it really was not until the non-commissioned 
ofticers and men who had been taught to shoot in the ranks 
by their inspectors had themselves become officers, that suc- 
cess was finally accomplished. My experience in this mat- 
ter has indelibly impressed upon my mind, that while the 
National Guard are eager to learn all a soldier's duties, and 
will welcome all reforms looking to their improvement, the 
foundation of such improvement is to be found in trainin; 
and teaching the officers and non-commissioned officers, rom 
that a x.ere legislative enactment has little more effect upon 
their efficiency than the Pope’s bull against the comet or the 
law sgaiost usury. 

The reforms which can be accomplished in this manner 
are great; so great that it is difficult to decide which should 
first merit attention. You, yourself, have suggested many, 
and others will doubtless occur to those familiar with the 
service. The most important one in my judgment, which 
lies at the foundation of all improvement, is that of de 
some proper method of instruction for the non-commissi 
officers, aud ollicers of the National Guard. I mevution the 
former tirst, as I consider that they are the most important. 
At present there is practically no way in which a new ‘‘non- 
com.” is taught his duties. In most of the better iza- 
tions he is required to pass an examining board, within 
certain period after his election and before receiving his 
warrant, and the same is the case in regard to officers. But 
this examination is confined to a few questions in tactics, 
and in fact could not reasonably be extended further. To 
fit himself even for this examination the new officer must 
rely upon himself alone. He is furnished with no books 
(except the tactics), and Low he learns as much as he does 
is a mystery. Once on the road to promotion he keeps along, 
picking up a little here and a little there as he can, but at 
best his knowledge is confined within a few pages of 
“Upton.” Is it therefore surprising that ‘‘ forty per cent. of 
the officers should be incompetent?” So long as no means 
are provided for instracting them it is evident that they 
must always be so, whether elected or appointed, and 
whether the examining board is permanent or temporary. 
When [ look back at my own struggles as a non-commis- 
sioned officer, to learn something about my duties, I confess 
my inability to understand how so many who have not been 
trained by their profession to extract knowledge from techni- 
cal books, and who have no books except their tactics within 
their reach, succeed in doing as well as they do, 

There is, I submit, but one cure for this state of things ; 
that is to establish a proper ‘‘school of instruction.” Such 
schools could easily be established in New York, Brooklyn, 
and in the various brigade districts in the interior. 
services of the best officers of the National Guard to serve 
| a8 instructors in those matters in which they have special 
| skill, could be easily obtained, nor wouid it be difficult to 

supplement them by the advice and counsel of the profes- 
| sional soldiers of the Army, upon those points where the ex- 
| perience of the National Guardsman is lacking (as was done 
| in the case in the Artillery School at Fort Hamilton), With 
| such schools established and a course of instruction in those 
| portion; of tactics. regulations, customs of the service, rifle 

practice, and other matters of importance prescribed for the 
| differer.t grades of the service from corporal to colonel (not 
neglecting to take in the staff), a rule could easily be estab- 
lished that no one should be eligible to promotion who had 
not previously graduated at that school for the position 
which he sought to occupy, if not for a higher one. In this 
way, instead of asking if a man was so untit that he should 








'not be allowed to retain the position to which he had been 


promoted, always an invidious task involving @ severe re- 
flection on the applicant, the rule would be, is he capable of 
being promoted ? 

In the cities where the mass of “the militia are located, 


| such a school would habitually meet in the — At- 
mos! 


tendance at it being voluntary, it would attract t 
enterprising and ambitious National Guardsmen and its 
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graduates “would be sought after by both companies and 
commanders. With rare excoptions all organizations desire 
capable officers. But under the present system there is no 
way of knowing whether any one is really capable, except 
by putting him into the position. If he fails in it itis no 
easy task to get rid of him. If he is just barely competent 
it cannot practically be done. Again, there is at present no 
way by which those ambitions of promotion can demonstrate 
their military fituess for the positions they desire, ac they 
could easily do by showing their certificates of graduation if 
such schools existed. 

This same difficulty has been experienced in other 
countries and has been met in various ways. A num- 
ber of similar schools to those above suggested have 
been establisbed in Canada. At Kingston and also at Que- 
bec, where there are artillery garrivons, a three mouths’ 
course of instruction is provided for those desiring commis- 
sions as officers in the volunteers, covering the various kinds 
of drill, regimental duty, field fortification, military law, 
and practical and theoretical instruction of all kinds, bosides 
volunteer subjects, such as strategy, etc., which is condusted 
by the artillery officers of the garrison, the young office 's be- 
ing regularly quartered and paid during their course. These 
schools are said to be remarkably successful. In Halifax, 
and I believe in other places, the assistant adjutant general 
of the district, with his inspector (both of whom are regular 
officers detailed for those positions) have charge of a school, 
which, however, does not attempt to do so much as those at 
Kingston and Quebec. 

In England the volunteer officers, and not unfreqently 
detachments and even battaJions, spend a few days in the 
camp of the regulars at Aldershot. Schools of instruction 
for both infantry, artillery, and engiueers have also been ee- 
tablished, the attendance at which was voluntary, but after- 
wards, from their success and popularity, was made compul- 
sory, an ollicer being required to obtain a “certificate of 
efficiency " from such a school. Even there, however, it is 
complained that there are no books in which the young ofticer 
can find in a handy aad available form the things that he 
Ought to know—a defect which certainly exisi: here to such 
an extent that a good book on ofticers’ duties, stating briefly 
what to study and how to study it, if prepared by the right 
man and in the right way, would be of the greatest benetit 
to the National Guard, 

As before stated, the Fort Ham‘!ton is a commencement of 
what can be done here. In fact, your own idea of a camp of 
selected ofticers and men is a step ia tne same direction. 

Your suggestions in regard to instruction leads me to ask, 
is not the greater part of our National Guard ivstrnetion be- 
hind the age? Of course it must be remembered that a cer- 
tain amount of public display is required to make the service 
attractive and keep the ranks full. 

So, also, that a ceriain amount of formal drill is required 
to promote habits of discipline. Batis it necessary that sab- 
stantially all the drill of the National Guard should be a 
public display of purely formal drill, and what practical 
value is it to parade the First Division simply to march down 
Broadway and back, in full dress, compavy front,;which is 
abont the only evolution I have ever known that division to 
perform ? 

This is not the case abroad. In England, the volunteers 
when they parade ‘march out.” Toat is, equipped for field 
service, they parade in the afternoon, march several miles 
into the country, with patrols, flanks, eic., as if through a 
hostile country, and deploy into fighting lines and mancuvre, 
and finally make a regular attack on a prescribed position, in 
that “loose order’ which is universally recognized as a ne- 
cessity in time of war, but which not one of our best regi- 
ments could now perform without being involved in inex- 
tricable confusion, So }iitle do they think there of sirec. 
parades, that recently in Liverpool, when it was proposed, 
on the occazion of some civic demonstration, to have the vol- 
unteers join in the procession, a general protest was made 
against it by the press as wasting the men’s time 
for nothing. So with the French aunual levies, who are 
stated in the recertly published reports to be instructel in 
marching and mancenvring as in the field, while “ setting 
up” and parade drill is totally neglected. 

General Molineanx’s experiments with his brigade demon- 
strated the popularity and practicability of field instruction 
here. Why cannot this be followed up ? 

For example, when a reg'ment is sent to Creedmoor for class 
firing, if it should tart at 4 p.m. the day previous, go by 
steam boat to Willet’s Point and from there manceavre to 
Creedmoor with advance guards, skirmishers and flankers, as 
in actual service, go into camp on the range and begin its 
class practice early (he next morning, complete it by 3 o'clock 
(as could easily be done), have a practical drill in skirmish- 

ng, ete., and return by the cars at 5 o'clock, would not a vast 
amount of instruction be obtained by both officers and men, 
at the expense of very little more time than is now consumed 
simply for each man to fire a few shots? In addition the 
planning and management of the details would give the com- 
mander and the line and staff officers some practical ideas on 
points where a sudden cal] for service would, I fear, be apt to 
find them exceeding!y rusty.

Walton, 21 files; G, Lieut. Rice, 10'¢ files; I, Capt. Hussey, 
9 files. Col. Ryder was in command. Drill was promptly 
commenced after the formation of the battalion, which took 
reasonable time, with the manual of arms, which was fairly 
performed up to the loadings and firiugs, where the battalion 
showed itself very deticient, a fact not very credita le to the 
company commanders.

Twentr-Seconp New York.—Col. Josiah Porter.—Bat- 
talion drifls have taken place regularly twice a week since 
beginning of the season, with gradual but steady improve- 
ment. On Tuesday, January 17th, Companies D, E, F, H, 
and I, had the hall, the command being equalized into 4 
companies of 16 files each. The formation was unusually 
prompt, and no time was lost before actual operations com- 
menced.

We would call attention to ihe fact that in executing 
the order the muskets were brought dowa with too much 
force, which, especially in a hall, makes altogether too loud 
a bang. The marching iu line of battle was a great improve- 
ment on the performance of this command of a week ago. 
We take pleasure to state that Co. B, which at that time re- 
peatedly spoiled the movement, has succeeded in correcting 
the mistakes pointed ont is our report of last week. The 
left four did well on this occasion. The principal mistakes 
of the evening were committed by officers ; the commander 
of the 3d company repeatedly brought his company to a sup- 
port before the one next to bim was dressed, and in the 
march in Battalion front was on the wrong flank of his com- 
pany.

| war ships and the penetrating power of guns. Armor, 
| he suid, seemed to be gradually contracting to the van- 
| ishing point, as, to resist the most powerful guns now 
made, armor of at least two feet in thickness was re- 
| quired. He advocated the construction of light unar- 
mored vessels of great speed, and said: ** For the cost 
of one ironclad we could have three unarmored ships of 
| far higher speed, and carrying collectively three arma- 
| ments each equal to that of the armored vessel. Being 
| smaller, they would be more difficult to hit. Being 
swifter, they could choose their positions, and be free 
to attack or retreat at pleasure. Being more nimble in 
| turning, they would be better adapted both for ramming 
aud for evading the ram of their adversary. Finally, 
the conditions of superior speed and agility would favor 
their use of torpedoes and submarine projectiles; al- 
though it was a question whether, for the sake of a 
much needed simplitication, it would not be better to 
confine that species of attack to separate vessels spe- 
cially constructed for that one particular purpose 
Even if the utmost advantage she could possess were 
conceded to the ironclad—namely, that of being impen- 
etrable by the guns of her opponents—sbe could not 
prevail in a contest of three against one, unless, by the 
use of securely protected artiliery, she could keep her 
assailants at bay and gradually destroy them by her fire 
if they persisted in their attack. If ironclads were not 
needed for the purpose of opposing ironclads, it was 
difficult to see for what purpose they were wanted at 
all. For every other kind of service a numerous fleet 
of smuller and swifter vessels, unencumbered with 
armor, would clearly be preferable. To protect our 
comunerce, to guard our extensive seaboard against in- 
vading flotillas, to lend naval assistance to our colonies 
in case of need, and generally to maintain our supre- 
macy at sea, we required a far more numerous navy 
than we possessed or could afford to possess unless we 
vastly reduced our expenditures on individual ships, and 
to do this we must dispense with armor.” 

Sir William Armstrong then adverted to harbor de- 
fence. He pointed out that many of the British iron- 
clad forts had already outlived the stage of artillery 
progress for which they were adapted. He observed 
that the navy was at present armed with guns which 
could not be expected to contend successfully with the 
best modern guns that could be used against them. 
Happily, most of the older ships of foreign powers 
were in the same predicament; but all their new ves- 
sels, and some of their older ones, were being armed 
with artillery which, weight for weight, was far superior 
in power to thatof England’snavy. There seemed to be 
more hope of permanency pow than at any former 
period; but whether this were so or nut England could 
not without danger remain passive. So long as experi- 
ence uf novelties was deficient, it was a cause for cautious 
procedure. In the meantime, uo expense should be 
spared in judicious experiments, seeing that the ex- 
pense of experiments was trifling in comparison with 
that of mistakes. Above all, the government should 
pursue such a course as would bring into full play the 
abundant engineering resources of a highly mechani- 
cal country for increasing the efficiency of her pational 
defences.

THE MODERN SYSTEM OF ATTACK. 


Ture is not a single European Power which does 
not now accept the swarm formation, as the Germans 
call it, for attack, and the different regulations for pro- 
ducing and conducting such swarms are wonderfully 
similar. The chief differences occur in the formation 
of the supports and reserves which come behind the 
swarm. But, on tne whole, the prevalent idea is that 
on some occasions a line formation and in others that of 
small columns must be employed for the supports. And 
here we would remark the all-pervading presence of one 
idea in the German army which distinguishes it from 
others, however far advanced they may be. German 
writers on tactics may admire this or that method of 
formation or movement in different circumstances, but 
the regulations are most careful not to hamper the 
action of individual commanders, but to leave them to 
their own responsibility under the circumstances of the 
case. Thus, for instance, if rows of hedges, banks, or 
walls run parallel to the front of the enemy’s position, 
the advancing or stationary supports and reserves would 
probably be in line, as they would thus obtain the best 
cover. If, as is more usually the case, all such parallel 








cover has been destroyed and there remain only patural 
features, such as hillocks and undulations of the 
ground, it will generally be found that small columns 
can obtain the best cover, and, therefore, arrive pear 
the eneniy with the least possible loss. But there they 
must arrive; and German commanders are fond of in- 
sisting On the maxim that when the choice lies between 


| safe cover away from the enemy and losses during an 


advance, the cover must be abandoned and the losses 
submitted to. Though the French and the Austrians 
are more particular in their regulations as to the order 
of an advance, there is no difference on general 
principles. 

All the modern system of infantry attack 18 based 
upon thorough tactical training of all ranks and on the 
encouragement of individual initiative. It is the busi- 
ness of the defender to make his enemy suffer as much 
as possible during the advance and to delay him. 
Detached posts will be occupied and all the men kept 
as long as possible under cover. The defenders will fire 
at fairly long ranges against any attacking masses which 
may show themselves. But no passive defence is con- 
sidered to be satisfactory, and the most anxious care of 
the commander will be when and where to make his 
counter-attack. On this point there is, perhaps, more 
difference of opinion than on any other. Some tacti- 
cians hold that the defenders should first await aud 
receive an attack and only make the counter-attack 
after they have repulsed the enemy. Others, whose 
opinions we share, prefer tu take the bull by the horns 
earlier and strike the weakest part of the enemy while 
he is feeling his way just before his final attack. There 
is no great physical advantage to be claimed for either 
method ; the moral advantage would appear to be with 
him who shows that he is not afraid to take the imtia- 
tive. But to soldiers of the modern school th? occupa- 
tion of a defensive position means the acknowledgment 
of weakness. It may appear at first sight that with two 
equal bodies the one which quietly remains on the 
defensive ought always to gain the victory; but the 
facts appear to point the other way, and we believe the 
reason is that the moral advantages of attack are supe- 
rior to its physical difficulties. Besides, now that in- 
fantry carry spades on their persons, we shall probably 
see portions of the attacking force establish themselves 
under cover close to the enemy, and remain there, 
keeping under his fire, while the rest of their comrades 
are seeking for a weak spot. If to the infantry attack 
and defence there be added artillery on both sides we 
shall tind some differences in the dispositions. The 
defenders’ grns will be established where they can see 
the largest extent of country, and in the arrangements 
for a final defence they will be as far forward as is con- 
sistent with their safety during the attack. The attack- 
ing force will bring their guns into action long before 
their infantry is ready to make its advance under fire. 
If the defenders’ infantry remained occupying their 
final position near and perhaps somewhat in front of the 
guns the men would be uselessly sacrificed and have 
their nerves shaken before the moment of necessity 
arrived. They will, therefore, in the early stages of the: 
action, be kept well out of fire while the artillery duei 
proceeds. Beiog in possession of guns for long range 
work, the infantry will reserve their fire more. The 
attacking side will not be satisfied with bombardments 
at long ranges, but will endeavor to bring their artillery 
up to 1,200 yards or so from the enemy’s position. 
Indeed, the anxiety to make full use of all arms is 
leading every nation towards bolder and bolder employ- 
ment of the guos. The ki'ling power of artillery, like 
that of rifles, increases very rapidly with growing 
proximity to the enemy; and there are now tacticians 
of no mean influence who advocate the employment of 
guns with the very front of an attacking force, even in 
the last stages. The difficulty, of course, is the loss of 
the horses, but in ordinary circumstances light field 
guns can be moved by hand without much difficulty, 
and everything points in the direction of the employ- 
ment of bullet proof shields for field artillery. Many 
instances have proved that neither rifles nor field guns 
are capable of inflicting very great loss by direct fire on 
au enemy who is behind cover. But one great objection 
to the defensive is that the attacking artillery is almost 
sure to find some points from which it can enfilade the 
trenches. This is, in fact, the artillery flank attack, 
and the use of it will be one vf the answers to the ure 
of the spade. 








Tue Turret which has been erected by the English 
government at the end of the Admiralty Pier at Dover, 
is now virtually completed. The whole vf the work is 
of the most substantial character, and, being the fint 
Turret constructed in England for land defences, its 
progress has been watched with considerable interest. 
The fort is constructed at the extreme end of the pier, 
which has been considerably strengtheued by additional 
granite and concrete blocks, in order to procure 
solidity and resisting power, while the Turret itself, 
which is erected above the Pier—that is, rises from the 
level—is completely encased, below the embrasures, by 
a very thick granite wall. This extends all the way 
round, the entrance to the fort being constructed, as it 
were, in the wall, so that an observer cannot fail to be 
impressed with its great strength and security of ap- 
pearance. The underground chambers tor the ammu- 
nition, and the engine room are constructed beneath the 
solid masonry, and are very beautifully arranged. The 
engine room is situated just inside the fort, and is ap- 
proached through a small man hole. It is a compara- 
tively spacious apartment, having a depth of about 20 
feet, but is somewhat irregular in its other measure- 
ments. However, there is none too much room for the 
large quantity of machinery which it contains. The 
chamber is lighted with gas, and is ventilated by means 
of a pair of Hodson’s patent rotary engines. The guns 
are expected to arrive at Dover from Woolwich Arse- 
nal in the course of a few days.—Court Journal, Dec. 
3, 1881.

T» meet 
the present strain occasioned by affairs in North Africa, 
the whole gear has been thrown out of order, and little 
doubt is left in the military mind as to the consequences 
of a mobilization, with regimental staffs in their present 
condition. The conscripts who joined in 1876 have 
just been liberated, and with these men three-fourths of 
the non-commissioned officers have taken their depar- 
ture, in spite of all the inducements offered by the 
government. They have no tnste for military life, and 
object to discipline. ‘In one regiment,” says an 
officer, ‘‘only one sous-officier out of sixty consented to 
remain, and in another there was not a single re-engage- 
ment. At Montpellier, the 2d Regiment of Engincers 
lost 76 sous-officiers at one swoop. The evil, which is 
serious enough in the infantry, is irreparable in the 
scientific branches.” 

Ture has been a rising this week in the Balkan Pe- 
ninsular, and Austrian troops have been called out to 
suppress it. The reports of its magnitude have been 
much exaggerated. 

Tue appreciative tribute to Rear Admiral Henry 
Knox Thatcher, which Rear Admiral Preble contribu- 
ted to the New England Historical and Genealogical 
Register for January, 1882, has already been reprinted 
ina neat pamphlet, issued by A. Williams and Co., 

In its present furm this brief memoir will be 
found convenient for reading and reference by those 
who knew the late Admiral, and by other Naval officers 
who. may be glad to learn details of the family and of 
the life of one who was an honur tothe Service. Ad- 
miral Preble’s acquaintance with him began 39 years 
ago. ‘1 soon Jearned,” he says, ‘‘to make allowance 
for his eccentricities and to admire him for his sterling 
integrity.” A good eugraving of Admiral Thatcher 
faces the title-page. 

Broad Arrow says the natural consequences of the 
changes effected by the late government in the engi- 
neering department of the Royal Navy are now begin- 
niug to present themselves. At the time when these 
changes were announced, we expressed our conviction 
that they would result in the production of an orna 
mental class of engine room officers; but that for all 
practical purposes in which an engineer is required on 
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' duties would have to be performed by efficient engi 
neers under, perhaps, another name, and occupying an 
inferior position. Before the new class of engineers 
have searcely had a chance of stepping on board a ship 
of war, we find the inevitable results of the system have 
appeared. An order has recently been issued for the 
number of engineers and assistant engineers afloat to 
be reduced. The complement of each ship is, in fact, 
considerably modified. The Sultan which until now 
has had five engineers, will have only two. The eight 
engineers of the Alerandra are reduced to five, and the 
original complement of the Jnflerible, which included 
ten engineers, has been diminished by four. The places 
of these officers are supplied by engine room artificers, 
who are now the real engineers of the Royal Navy. 
For instance, the Jnflezible is to have two chief and fif- 
teen ordinary engine room artificers, the former being 
required to take their turn with the engineers in keep- 
ing watch. So that except in name, rank, and pay, 
the chief artificers are equal to the engineers; unfortu- 
nately for the former, however, their position is only 
little better than that of a petty officer, and they never 
can become engineers. 

Tuer Lngineer thinks that considerations other than 
those of national defence may help to determine the 
fate of the channel tunnel. It suggests that ‘* those 
who are asked tor their money ought to have adequate 
securities from the French and English Governments 
that they will not interfere to stop the work ; and from 
the promoters that a sufficient number of trains can be 
worked to pay at least £28,000 per mile per annum. 
Until reasonable proof to this effect has been given, 
those who buy shares in the Channel Tunnel Company 
deserve to lose taeir money, and they will get what they 
deserve.” 

A TELEsoopE sight for guns has been lately invented 
by an officer in the British Royal Artillery, and has been 
tried at Shoeburyness with very satisfactory results. As 
it is not considered in official quarters that there is any 
present need for such an appliance, the subject remains 
in abeyance. 

Tue Gower telephone has been adopted at the Artil- 
lery School at Bourges with great advantage, as it ob- 
viates the necessity of employing a heavy telegraph 
wagon. A complete apparatus, with about 220 yards 
ot wire, costs oniy £3 12s., and can be carried ou the 
saddle of a trooper, as it weighs only about 14 Ibs.
